ARRHASIVS drawing the counter- 
= of Helene (Kight Honourable) made 
the attire of her head looſe, who being de- 
maunded why he did ſo, anſwered, ſhe was 
looſe. Vulcan was painted curtoullie, yet with a polt 
foote, Læda cunningly, yet with her blacke haire. Alex- 
ander hauing a skarre in his checke, helde his finger vp- 
on it, that Apelles might not paint it, Apelles painted 
him, with his finger cleauing to his face, why quoth 
Alexander, I laide my finger on my skarre, becauſe I 
would not haue thee ſee it, yea(ſaid Apelles) and I drew 
it there becauſe none elſe ſhould perceiue it, for if thy 
finger had been away, either thy skarre wold haue been 
ſeene, or my arte miſlixed: whereby I gather, that in all 
erfect workes, as well the fault as the face is to bee ſhe- 
wen. The faireſt Leopard is made with his ſpottes, the 
fineſt cloth with his liſt, the ſmootheſt ſhooe with his 
laſt. Seeing then that in euerie counterfaite, as well the 
blemiſh as the beautie is couloured : I hope I ſhall not 
incur the diſpleaſure of the wiſe, in that in the diſcourſe 
of Euphues , I haue as well touched the vanities of his 
joue, as the vertues of his life. The Perſians who aboue 
all other kings moſt honoured Cyrus, cauſed him to be 
engrauen as well with his hooked noſe, as his high for- 
head. Hee that loued Homere beſt, concealed not his 
flattering, & he that praiſed Alexander moſt, —_ cd

his quaffmg. Dimonides muſt haue a crooked ſhoo 
forhis wric foote, Damocles a ſmooth gloue for his 
ſtraight hand. 

For as cucrie Painter that ſnadoweth a man in all 
partes, giueth euery peece his iuſt proportion, ſo he that 
decyphereth the qualities of the minde, ought as well to 
ſhew euerie humour in his kinde, as the =. 6 doth cuc- 
rie part in his colour. The Surgion that maketh the A- 
natomie, ſneweth as well the muſcles in the heele, as the 
veines of the heart. If then the firſt fight of Euphues 
ſhall ſceme too light to bee read of the wiſe, or too foo- 
liſh to be regarded of the learned, they ought not to im- 
pute it to the iniquitie ofthe Authour, but to the neceſ- 
ſitie ofthe Hiſtorie. Euphues beginneth with loue, as 
allured by wit, but endeth not with luſt, as bereft of wiſ- 
dom. He wocth women, prouoked by youth, but wed- 
deth not himfelfe to wantonneſſe, as pricked by plea- 
ſure. I haue ſer downe the follics of his wit without 
breach of modeſt ie, & the ſparkes of his wiſdome with- 
out ſuſpition ofdiſhoneſtie. And certes I thinke there 
be mo ſpeeches which for grauitie will miſlike the foo- 
liſn, then vnſeemely tearmes, which for vanitic may of- 
fend the wiſe.VVhich diſcourſe (right Honourable) 
hope you will the rather pardon for the rudenes, in that 
it is the firſt, & protect it the more willingly, if it offend 
in that it may be the laſt. It may be that fine wits wil de- 
ſcant vpõ him that hauing no wit, goeth about to make 
the Anatomy of wit : and certainely their ieſting in my 
mynd, is tollerable. For if the Butcher ſhould take vpon 
him to cut the Anatomy ofa man, becauſe he hath skill 
in openiug an Oxc, he wold prouc himſelfe a Calfe =

if the Horſeleach would aduenture to miniſter a potion 
to a ſicke patient, in that hee hath knowledge to giue a 
drench to a diſcaſed Horſe, he would make himſelfe an 
Aſſe. The ſhoomaker muſt not go aboue his latchet, nor 
the hedger meddle with any thing but his bill. It is vn- 
feemly for the Painter to feather a ſhaft, or the Fletcher 
to handle the pẽcil. Al which things make moſt againſt 
me, in that a foole hath intruded himſelt ro diſcourſe of 
wit: but as I was willing to cõmit the falt, ſo am I con- 
tent to make amendes. Howlocuer the caſe ſtandeth, I 
looke for no praiſe for my labor, but pardõ for my good 
wil: it is the greateſt reward that I dare aske, & the leaſt 
that they can offer, I deſire no more, I deſerue no leſſe. 
Though the tile nothing delight the dainty care of the 
curious lifrer,yer wil che matter recreat the mind of the 


curteous Reader: the yarictic of the one, will abate the 


harſnneſſe of the other. Things of greateſt profit, are ſer 
forth with leaſt price, vvher the wine is neat, ther nedeth 
no Tuic-buſh, the right Corall needeth no coulouring, 
wher the matter it ſelt bringeth credit, the man with his 
gloſe winneth ſmall commendation. It is therfore mee 
thinketh, a greater ſhew of a pregnant wit, then perfect 
wiſedome, in a thing of ſufficient excellencie, to vſe ſu- 
perfluous eloquence. V Ve commonly ſec that a blacke 
ground doth beſt beſeeme a white counterſait, and Ve- 
nus according to the iudgemẽt of Mars, was then moſt 
amiable, when ſhe ſat cloſe by Vulcan. It theſe things be 
true, which experiẽce trieth, that a naked tale doth moſt 
truly ſet forth the naked truth, that wher the coũtnance 
is faire, there need no colors, that painting is meeter for 


ragged walles then fine Marble, that verity then ſnineth 
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molt bright, when ſhe is in leaſt brauerie. I ſhall ſatiſfie 
mine own minde, though I cannot feede their humors, 
which greatly ſeeke after thoſe that ſitt the fineſt meale, 
and beare the whiteſt mouthes. It is a world to {ce how 
Engliſhmen deſire to heare finer ſpeech then their lan- 
guage will allowe, to cate finer bread then is made of 
wheate, to weare finer cloth then is wrought of woll: 
bur I let paſſe their fineneſſe, which can uo way excuſe 
my follie. It your Lordſhip ſhall accept my good will, 
which I haue alwaies deſired, Iwill patiently beare the 
ul will ofthe malitious, which I neuer deſerued.

Buch is the Nature of thoſe Noniſes that thinke te 
haue learning without labour, and treaſure without fra- 
uaile, either not vnderſtanding, oꝛ elſe not remembꝛing, 
that the finelt edge is made with the blunt Whetffone, 
and the faireſt ie well faſhioned with the hard hammer: 
A goe not about (Gentlemen) to inueigh againſt wit, foz 
then J were witleſſe, but frankely to confeſſe my owne 
little wit. J hane euer thought ſo ſuperſtitiouſſy of wit, 
that 3 feare Jhauy committed Jvolatrie againſt wiſdom, 
t if Nature had dealt ſobencficially with me, to haue gi⸗ 
en me anx wit, I ſhould haue bin readier in the defence 
of it to haue made an Apologie, than any way to turne ta 
Apoſtatie.

Eupbues hauing ſoiourned by the ſpate of two months 
in Naples, whether he were meeurd by the curteſie of a 
poung Gentleman named Philautus, oꝛ infoꝛted by des 
any; whether his pꝛegnant wit, oz the pleaſant cor ccits 
D wzought 
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Euphues. 
wꝛoughk the greater liking of the minde of Eubulus, J 
know not foz certaintie. But Euphues ſhewed ſach en⸗ 
tire lone towardes him, that hee ſeemed to make ſmall ac⸗ 
count of any others, determining to enter info ſuch: an 
inuiolable league of friendſhip with him, as neither time 
by peace-meale ſhould impart, neither fancie vtterly difs 
folue,noz.any ſuſpition infringe. J haue reade (faith he) 
t well 4 beleeue it, that a friende is in pꝛoſperitie a plea⸗ 
ſure, a ſolace in aduerſitie, in griefe a comfoꝛt, in iope a 
merrie companion, at all times another J, in all places 
the expꝛeſle Image of mine owne perſon : inſomuch that 
A cannot tell whether the immoꝛtall Gods haue beſtow⸗ 
ed any gift vpon moꝛtall men, either moꝛe able 02 moze 
neceſſarie then friendſhip; Js there any thing in d woꝛld 
to be reputed ( will not ſay copared) to friendſhip? Can 
any-treaſure. in this tranſitoꝛy pilgrimage , be of moze 
value then a friend e Jn whoſe boſome thou maieſt ſlerpe 
ſecure without feare, whome thou maieſt make partner 
of all thy ſecrets withaut ſuſpition ot fraud, and partaker 
of all thy miſfoꝛtune without miſtruſt of fleeting ,: who 
Loill account.thybale, his bane, thy miſhap, his miſerie, 
the picking of thy finger,the pearcing of his heart. But 
Mhether am J carried? Yaue J not alſo learned, that ona 
ſhould.cats a buſhell of Salt with him whom hemeaneth 
to make his friend? that triall maketh truſt-that there is 
falſhod in friendſhip? and what then? Doth not the ſim⸗ 
pathte of maners make the coniunction of mindes ? Js 
it not a buy woꝛd, Like will fo like Hot ſo cammon as 
commendable it is, to ſe young Gentlemen chaſe them 
ſuch friends, with whom they may ſeeme being abſent to 
be pꝛeſent, being a ſunder: tobe connerſat, being dead, ta 
be aliue: J will therefoꝛe haue Philautus to be my here, 
and by ſo muche the moꝛe J make mp kelſe —— 
Philautus, by how much the moꝛe J viewe in hum the 
Itnely image of Euphues. Although there be none fo igno⸗ 
wan that doth not knowe ,. neither any ſo impudent, that 
will

will not confeffe friendſhip to be 8 iewell of humane idy: 
vet whoſoener ſhall ſe this amitie grounded vpon a litflg 
affection,wil ſonecontecture that it wil be diffolucd vpon 
a light otcaſion: as in the ſequele of Euphues & Philautus 
vou ſhall ſone ſee, whoſe hot lone wared ſone tolde: Foz 
as the beſt Wine doth make the ſharpeſt Mineger, ſoths 
derpeſt lone turneth to y deadlieſt hate. Who deſerued the 
moſt blame in mine opinion is doubtfull, and fo difficult, 
that J dare not pꝛeſume to gine verdite, Foz loue being 
the cauſe foꝛ which ſo many milchiefes haue been attemp⸗ 
ted, J am not vet perſwaded whether of them was mot te 
be blamed, but certainly neither of them was blameleſſe. 
Jappeale to your iudgement gentlemen, not that J think 
any of vou of the like diſpoſition, able to decide the queſti⸗ 
on, but being of deeper diſcretion than Jam, are moꝛe ſit 
fo debate the quarreR. Though the diſcourſe of they: 
friendſhip and falling-out be ſomewhat long, vet being 
fomewhat frange, A hope the delightfuinedle of the one, 
will attenuate the tediouſneſſe of the other. 

Euphues had confinuall acceſte fo the plate of Philau- 
tus, and no little familiaritie with him, and finding him 
at connenient leaſure, in theſe hozt tearmes vnfolded his 
minde tohim. 

Gentleman and kriende, the friall Jhane had of thy 
manners, cutteth off diuers tearmes which to another 1 
would haue vſed in the like matter. And ſithence a long 
diſcourſe argueth follie, and deticate woꝛdes incurre ths 
ſuſpition of flatterie, J am determined to vſe neitherr of 
them, knowing either ok them to bꝛerde offence. Maping 
with my ſelfe the foꝛte of friendſhip by the effects, I ſtu⸗ 
died euer ſince my ſirſt coming to Naples, to enter league 
with -fuch a one, as might direct my ſfeps being a ſtraun⸗ 
ger, æ reſemble my manners beeing a ſcholler, the which 
two qualities as J nde in vou able to ſatiſffe my tefire, 
ſo J hope J ſhall finde a heart in vou, willing to accom⸗ 


plith my requeſt. Which if X may obtaine, aſſure pour ſelf 
D 2 that 
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Euphues. 
that Damon fo his Pythias, Pylades fo his Oreſtes, Ti- 
tus to his Gyſippus, I hie ſe us to his Pirothus, Scipio fo his 
Lælius, was neuer found moze faithfull, than Euphues 
will be to Philautus. 1 
Philautus by how much the leſſe he loked foꝛ this diſ⸗ 
tourſe, by ſo much the moꝛe be liked it, foꝛ he ſawall qua⸗ 


lities both of bodie and minde in Euphues, bnto whom he 


replied as followeth. 

Friend Euphues, (foz ſo your talke warranteth me fo 
fearme yon) J dare neither vſe a long p2ocefle, neither a 
louing ſpech, leaſt vnwittinglie J ſhould cauſe: pou fo 
conuince me of thoſe things, which vou haue alreadie cõ⸗ 
demned. And verily J am bold fo pꝛeſume vpon pour cur⸗ 
teſie, ſince you pour ſelf haue vſed ſo little curioſitie: pers 
lwading my ſelfe, that my ſhoꝛt anlwere will wozke as 
great an effec in pou, as your few woꝛdes did in me. And 
ſeeing we reſemble (as you ſay) each other in qualities, it 
cannot be that the one ſhould differ from the other in tur⸗ 
teſie, ſæing the ſincere affection.of the minde cãnot be ex⸗ 
pꝛeſſed by the mouth, t that no arte can vnfolde the entire 
lone of. the heart, J am earneſtly to beſceche pou not to 
meaſure the firmeneſſe of my faith, by the fewneſſe of my 
woꝛds, but rather thinke that the-onerflowing waues of 
god will, leaue no paſſage foꝛ manie woꝛds. Triall ſhall 
p:one truſt: here is mp hand, my heart, my landes and 
my life at thy commaundement. Thou maieſt well per⸗ 
teiue that J did belæue thee, that ſo ſone 3 did loue thee 3 
and J hope thou wilt the rather loue me. in that J did be⸗ 
leue the. Either Euphues and Philautus od in node of 
friendſhip, oꝛ were oꝛdained to be friends, vpon ſo ſhoꝛt 
warning to make ſo fine a concluſion, might ſem in mine 
* it continued, miraculous: if ſhaken off, ridicu⸗ 
ous. 

But after manie embꝛacings and pꝛoteſtations one fo 
another, they walkt to dinner, where they wated neither 
meate, neither Puſicke, neither ante other paſtime: and

hating banquetted, to digeſt their ſwet confections, thep 
daunced all that after none: they vſed not onely one 
boꝛde, but one bedde, one boke, (if ſo be it they thought 
not one te manie), Their friendſhip augmented euerie 
daye, inſomuch that the one coulde not refraine the com- 
panie of the other, one minute: all things went in com- 
mon betweene them, which all men accounted commens 
dable. | 
Philautus beeing a Towne boꝛne childe, both fo2 his 
owne countenaunce, and the great countenaunce which 
his Father had while he lined, crepte into credife with 
Don Ferardo, one of the chiefe Gouernours of the Citie, 
who although he had a courtly crewe of Gentlewomen 
ſoiourning in his Pallatce,yef his daughter, heire fo his 
whole reuenewes, ſtained the beautie of them all, whoſe 
modeſt baſhfulneſſe cauſed the other to loke wan fo2 en- 
uie:whoſe Lilly cheekes died with a vermilion red, made 
the reſt bluſh foz ſhame. Foz as the fineſt Rubie ſtaineth 
the coulour of the reſt that be in place, oꝛ as the Sunne 
dimmeth the Pone,that ſhe cannot be diſcerned : ſo this 
gallant girle moze faire than foztunate, & pet moꝛe fozs 
tunate than faithfull, eclipſed the beautie of them all, and 
thaunged their coulours. Unto her had Philautus acteſſe, 
who wan her by right cf loye, and ſhould haue woꝛne her 
by right of lawe, had not Eupbues by ſtraunge deſtenie, 
b:oken the bands of marriage,and fozbidden the bancs of 
matrimonie. | | 

It happened that Don Ferardo had occafion fo goe to 
Venice, about tertaine of his owne affaires, leauing his 
daughter the onelp Steward of his houſeholde, who ſpa⸗ 
red not to feaſt Philautus her friend, with all kindes of 
delights and delicates, reſeruing onelie her honeſtie, as 
the chieke ſtape of her honour. Her Father being gone, 
the ſent foꝛ her friend fo Supper, who came not as he 
was accuſfomed ſolitarilie alone, but accompanied 


with his friend Euphues, The N *

it were fo2 nieeneſſe, oꝛ fo2 niggardneffe of curteſſe, gauo 
bim ſuch a colte welcome, that he repented that hee was 
come. 
Euphues though hee knewe himſelfe wezthie enerie 
wap to haue a god tountenance, vet could he not perteius 
her willing anie waie to lend him a friendly loke. Pet 
leaſt he ſhould ſeeme to want ieſtures, oz to be daſhed out 
of conceipt with her cope countenance, he addꝛeſſed him 
to a Gentlewoman called Liuia, vnto whom he vttered 
this ſpeach. Faire Ladie, it it be the guiſe of Italie to wel⸗ 
come ffraungers with Kraungeneſſe, J muſt needes ſaie 
the cuſtome is ſtrange, and the countrie barbarous: if the 
manners of ladies be to ſalute Gentlemen with coynelle, 
then J am enfo2ced fo thinke the women voide of cours 
fefie to vᷣſe ſuch welcome, and the men paſt ſhame that 
will come. But heereafter , J will either bꝛing a 
ſtole on mine arme, fo2 an vnbidden gueſt, o2 a Ui⸗ 
ron on my face, foz a ſhameleſſe Goſſippe , Liuiares

Sir, dur Countrie is tiuill, and our Gentlewomen are 
turteous, but in Naples it is counted a ieſt, at every woꝛd 
lo ſaie, In faith pou are welcome.

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ſo high in the infeppe, that they diſdaine them molt that 
moſt deſire them. It is a world to ſœ the doating of their 
louers, t their dealing with them, the reuealing of whoſe 
ſitbftle traines weuld cauſe me to ſhedde feares, and vou 
Gentlewomen , to ſhut your modeſt eares. Pardon mee 
Gentlewomen, if J vafold euerie wile, and ſhew euerie 
wzinkle of womens diſpoſition, 

Two things do they cauſe their teruants to volvo vn⸗ 
to them, ſecrecie + ſoueraintte : the one to conceale thep: 
enticing lights, by the other to aſſure themſetues of their 
onelie ſeruice.Againe, but hoe there:i Jſhould haue wa⸗ 
ded ante farther , and ſounded the depth of their deceit, F 
ſhould either haue pꝛocured your diſpleaſure, oꝛ incurred 
the ſuſpition of fraud: either armed vou to pꝛattiſe the like 
ſubtiltie, o: accuſed my ſell of periurie. But J meane not 
to offend pour chaſt mindes, with p rehearſall of their vn⸗ 
chaſt manners, whoſe eares J perceiue to glow, hearte⸗ 
to be græued, at that which 1 haue alreadie vttered: not 
that amongſt vou there be anie ſuch, but that in pour ſexe

It you will be cheriſhed when you be olde, 
be curteous while you be young : if you take fo2 comfoꝛt 
in your hoarie haires, be not coie when you have your 
golden lockes : if you would be.embzaced in the waining 
of your bzauery : be not ſqueamiſh in the waxing of your 
beautie: if you deſire to be kept like the Roſe when they 
haue loft their colour , ſmell ſwete as the Roſe docth in 
the bud: if pou woulde be taſted fo2 olde Nine, bee in 
the month a pleaſant Grape: _ thall you be cheriſhed foꝛ

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pour courteſie, comfozted foꝛ your honeſtie, embꝛated fog 
your amitie, ſo ſhall ye be pꝛeſerued with yp lweete Roſe, 
and d2onken with the pleaſant Mine. Thus farre Jam 
bolde Gentlewomen, to counſell thoſe that be cote , that 
they weaue not the webbe of their owne woe, no2 ſpinne 

the thꝛead of their owne thꝛaldome by their owne ouer⸗ 
thwartnes. And ſeeing we are euen in the bowels of ioue, 
it ſhall not be amiſle to examine whether man oꝛ woman 
be ſoneſt allured, whether be moſte conſtant, the male oz 
the female .. And in this point J meane not to bee mine 
o bone caruer, leaſt JF ſhould ſeeme either to picke a thanke 
with men, oz a quarreł with women. If therfoze it might 
ſtand with your pleaſure (Piſtres Lucilla) to giue your 


cenſure,J would take the tontrarie:foꝛ ſure J am, though 


your iudgement be ſound, pet affection will ſhadow it. 
Lucil)a,ſeeing this pꝛetente, thought to take adnantage 
of his large p2ofer , vnto whom ſhe ſaide. Gentleman,in 


mine opinion, women are to be won witheuery wind, in 
whoſe ſexe, there is neither foꝛce to withſtand the aſſaults. 
of loue, neither conſtancie to remaine faithfulł. And be⸗ 
cauſs pour diſcourſe hath hetherto bꝛed delight, J am loth 
to hinder you in the ſcquell of pour denices.

perceiuing himlclfe to be taken napping, aunſwered as

Touching the ycelding to lone , albeit their heartes 
ſeme tender, vet they harden them like the ſfone of Si- 
cilia, the Which, the moꝛe it is beaten, the harder it is: fo2 
being framed as it were of the perfection of men, they be 
fre from all ſuch cogitations as may ante way pꝛouoke 
them to vncleanneſſe, inſomuch as they abhozre the light 
fone of pouth, which is grounded vpon luſt, and diſſolued 
vpon cucry light occaſion. When they lee the follie of me 
turne to furie, their delight fo doating, their affection to

Ah fond wench, doeſt thou thinke Euphues will dme 
ther conſtant to him, when thou haſt bene vnconſtant to 
his friend: Merneſt thou that he will haue no miſtruſt of 
thy faithfulneſſe , when he hath had triall of thy fickle- 
neſſe:? Will He haue no doubt of thine honour, when thou 
thy ſelfe calleſt thine honeſtie in queſtion?

Bp ſo much the moꝛe therefoze my chaunge is 
fo be excuſed, by how much the moꝛe my choice is ex⸗ 
cellent : and by ſo much the leſſe Jam to be condemned, 
by howe much the moze Euphues is to be commended, 
Js not the Diamond of moꝛe value than the Kubie, be- 
cauſe he is vf moꝛe vertue. Js not the Emeraulde pꝛefer⸗ 
red befoze the Saphire fo2 his wonderfull pzopertic 2 Js 
not Euphues moze pꝛaiſe wozthie than Philautus, Leing 
moꝛe wittie. But fie Lucilla, why doeſt thou flatter thy 
ſelfe in thine owne follie? Canſt thou fatne Euphues thy 
friend, whome by thine owne woꝛdes thou haſt made thy 
foe 2 Diddeſt not thou accuſe women of inconſtancie?

red: the dogge hauing ſurfetted, to pꝛocure his vomit, ea⸗ 
teth graſſe and findeth remedie: the Heart being pearced 
with the dart, runneth out of hand to the hearbe Dicta- 
num, & is healed. And tan men by no hearbe, dy no art, by 
no way pꝛocure a remedie fo2 the impatient diſeaſe of 
loue: Ah well J perceiue that loue is not vnlike the figge 
free, whole fruit is wert, whoſe rote is m̃oꝛe bitter then 
the clawe of a Bitter: o2 like the Apple in Perſia, whoſe 
bloſſome ſauoureth like Ponte , whoſe bud is moꝛe ſower 
than Gall. 

But O impietie, O bꝛoad blaſphemie againſt᷑ the hea- 
uens. Milt thou be lo impudent Euphues, to actuſe the 
Gods of iniquitie? No fond fole, no. Reither is it foz- 
bidden vs by the Gods to loue, by whole dinine pꝛoui⸗ 
dence wer are permitted fo liue: neither do wee want 
remedies fo recure our maladies, but reaſon to ble the 
meanes. But why goe J about to hinder the courſe of 
loue, with the diſcourſe of lawe 2 Paſt thou not read Eu- 
phues, that he that loppeth the Utne cauſcth it to ſpꝛead 
fairer:that he that ſtopeth the ſtreame, cauſeth it to ſwell 
higher; that he that taſteth water in the fire at Þ Smiths 
fozge, maketh it to flame ficrcer 2 Euen ſo he that ſ&keth 
by counſaile to moderate his ouer-laſhing affections, en⸗ 
creaſeth his owne miſſoꝛtune. Ah my Lucilla , woulde 
thou were either [elſe faire,o2 I moze foꝛtunate: either J 
wiſer, oꝛ thou milder: either J would J were out of this 
mad mode, either J would we were both of one minde. 
But how ſhould ſhe be perl waded of my lopaltie, that yet 
had neuer one ſimple pzofe of my loue ? Mill thee not 
rather imagine me to be iutangled with her beautie, then 
with her vertue. That mp fancie being ſo lewdlie chat- 

ned at the firſt, will be lightlie chaunged at the laſt ; that 
nothing violent can bee permanent. Pes yes , the mult 
ages contecture ſo, although it bee nothing ſo: 1

how much the moꝛe my affection commeth on the ſodaine, 
by ſo much the leſſe will ſhe thinke it certaine. The ratling 
thunderbolt hath but his clap, the lightening but his flaſh, 
and as they both come in g moment, ſo do they both ende in 
a minute. 

J,but Euphues, hath ſhe not heardalſo that the dzy touch⸗ 
wod is kindled with lime ? that the greateſt Pulhzumpe 
groweth in one night? that the fire quicklie burneth the 
flare ? that loue eaſilie enfereth into the ſhape without re⸗ 
ſiſtance, and is harboured there without repentance. 

If therefoze the Goddes haue endued her with as mache 


bountie as beautie, if ſhe hath no leſſe wit then ſhe hath 


comelineſſe: certeſſe ſhe will neither conceine ſineſterlie of 
my ſodaine ſuite, neither be cote fo receiue me into her ſer- 
uice, neither ſuſpect me of lightnelle in yelding ſo lightlie, 
neither retect me diſdainfally foz louing ſo haſtilie 2 Shall 
A not then hazard my life fo obtaine my lone 2 and deceiue 
Philautus,fo receine Lucilla 2 Yes Euphues, where loue bea⸗ 
reth ſwaie, friendſhippe tan haue no ſhewe : As Philautus 
20ught me foz his ſhadow the laſt ſupper, ſo will I ble him 
foz my ſhadow, til J haue gained his Saint. And canft thou 
2efch be falſe to him that is faithfull to the? Shall his cur⸗ 
teſte be cauſe of thy crueltie? Milt thou violate the league 
of faith, to inherite the land of follie 2 Shall affection be of 
moꝛe foꝛce then friendſhp, loue then lawe, luſt then loyal- 
tie? knoweftthou not, that he that loſeth his honeſtie hath 
nothing clſe to loſe. 

Tut the cauſe is light, where reaſon taketh place: fo 
lone and fo liue well is not graunted to lupiter. Who ſo is 
blinded with the caule of beautie , diſternerneth no colour 
of honeſtie? Did not Giges cutte Candaules a coate by his 
owne meaſure 2 Did not Paris, though her were a wels 
come gueſt to Mene laus, ſerue his Yoſt a ſlipperie pꝛanke: 
If Plulautus had loued Lucilla, he would neuer haue ſuffes 
red Euphues to haue ſ&ne her. Js it not the pꝛaie that en- 
tileth the there to rifle 2 Js it not the pleaſant baite that 
Se F cauſeth 
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Euphues. 

cauſeth the fleetiſh fiſh to bite? Js it not a bie woꝛd among 
vs, that gold maketh an honeſt man an ill man? Did Phi- 
lautus account Euphues fo fimple to decipher beautie, oꝛ ſo 
ſuperſtitious, not to deſire it? Did he deme him a ſaint in 
reiccting ſancie, oꝛ a ſotte in not diſcerning 2 Thought hee 
him a Stoike that he would not be moued , oꝛ a ſtocke that 
be could not: 

Mell, well, ſeeing the wound that bledeth inwardlie is 
molt daungerous, that the fire kept cloſe burneth moſt furi⸗ 
ous, that the Out dampned vp baketh ſwneſt, that ſoꝛes has 
uing no vent, feſter ſetretle, it is high time to vnfold my ſes 
cret loue to my ſecret friend. Let Philautus behaue himſelfe 
neuer ſo craſtily,he ſhal know that it muſt be a wilp Pouſe 
t hat ſhall bzed in the Cats eare : c becauſe J reſcmble him 
in wit, J mean a litle to diſſemble with him in wiles. But 
D my Lucilla, if thy hart be made of that ſtone which may 
be moll iſied onely with bloud, would J had ſlipped of Þ Rf 
uer in Caria, which turneth thoſe that dꝛink of it to ſtones. 
If thine eares be anointed with the Dile of Syria, that be⸗ 
reaueth hearing, would mine cies had been robbed with the 
Arupe of the Cedar tre, which taketh away ſight. | 

Ik Lucilla, bee ſo pꝛoude to diſdaine pwze Fuphues, 
woulde Euphues were fo happie to denie Lucilla, oꝛ if Lu- 
cilla be ſo moꝛtiſied to liue without loue, would Euphues 
were ſo foztunate to liue in hate. J, but my colde wel⸗ 
tome foꝛetelleth m colde ſuite. J, but her pꝛiuie glaun⸗ 
ces ſignifie ſome god foꝛtune. Fie fonde folc Euphues, 
why goeſt thou about to alfeadge thoſe thinges to cut off 
thy hope, Which ſhe perhaps would neuer haue founde, oz 
to conifozt my ſelle with thole reaſons which ſhe neuer 
meaneth to pꝛopoſe.

Riend and fellow, as Jam not ignoꝛant of thy pꝛeſent 
weakneſſe, ſo J am not p2tny to the cauſe: and although 
A ſuſpect manie things, pet can J aſſure my ſelfe of no 
one thing. Therefoze my god Euphues, foz theſe doubts and 
dumpes of mine, either remoue the cauſe, oz reueale it. 
Thou halt hitherto found me a cherefull companion in mp 
mirth, and now ſhalt thou finde me as carefull with ther in 
thy moane. If altogither thou maiſt not be cured, pet maift 
thou be comfoꝛted. It there be any thing that either by mp

Philautus thinking all to be gold that gliſtered, and all 
to be Golpell that Euphues vttered, anſwersd his fozged 
gloſe, with this friendly cloſe, 

Jn that thou haſt made me p2inte fo thy purpoſe, J will 
not conceale my pꝛactiſe: In that thou traueſt my ayde, aſs 
cure thy ſelfe, J will be the finger nert thy thomb : in ſo⸗ 
much as thou half neuer repent the of the one oꝛ the o⸗ 
ther: foꝛ perſwade thy ſelfe, that thou ſhalt finde Philautus 
during life, readie to comfoꝛt thee in thy miſfoꝛtunes, and 
ſuccour the in thy neceffifie. Concerning Liuia, though 
ths be faire, pet is ſhe not ſo amiable as my Lucilla, whoſe 
ſeruant J haue beene the tearme of thꝛe peares : but leaſt 
compariſons ſhould ſeeme odious, chieflie whers both the 
partes be without compariſon, J will omit that, and ſeeing 
that we had both rather be talking with them, than tat⸗ 
ling of them, we will immediatly go to them. And tralie 
Euphues, J am not a little glad, that J ſhall haue the not 
only a comfozt in my life, but alſo a companion in my loue: 
as thou halt ben wiſe in thy choiſe, ſo J hope thou wilt be 
foztunafe in thy chaunce. Liuia is a wench of moꝛe wit

with any of them: how much therefoꝛe haue we to reiopte 
in our choyſe. Touthing our acceſſe,be thou ſeture, 3 ſhall 
flap Ferardo in the mouth with Tome conceit , and fill his 
olde head ſo full of new-fables, that thou ſhalf rather ber 
earneſtlie infreated to repaire to his houſe, than enill in⸗ 
treated to leaue it. As olde men are verie ſuſpitious fs 
miſtruſt euerie thing, ſo are thep-verte credulous to belcue 
any thing, the blinde man doth eate many a flie: yea, but 
ſayde Euphues take h&de my Philautus that thou thy ſelfe 
fwallow not a Gudgen , which wo2d Philautus did not 
marke, vntill he had almoſt digefted it. But ſaid Enphues, 
let vs goe deuoutlie to the ſhzine of our Saints, there to 
offer our deuotion: foꝛ mp bokes teache me, that ſgch a 
wound mull be healed where it was fir hurt, and foz this 
diſeaſe we will vſe a common remedie, but yet comfo2- 
table. The eie that blinded thc, ſhall make the ſ&, the 
Sco2pion that ſtung thee, ſhall heale thee, a ſharp ſoꝛe hath 
a ſhozt cure, let vs goe :'to the which Euphues conſented 
willinglie, ſmiling fs himſelfe, to ſee how he had bzoughC 
Philautus into a foles Paradiſe, 

Herre pou may ſe Gentlemen, the falſchod in fellow⸗ 
ſhip, the fraude in friendſhip, the painted ſheath with the 
leaden Dagger, the faire woꝛds that make foles ſwine : 


but J will not trouble you with ſaperfluons addition, 


vnto whome I feare me IJ haue ben tedious with the bare 
diſcourſe of this hiſtoꝛie. | 
Philautus and Euphues repaired to the honſe of Ferar- 

do, where they found Miſtres Lucilla and Linia accompa- 
nyed with other Gentle women, neither being idle, noz 
well emploped, but plaping at Cardes But when Lucilla 
behelde Euphues, ſhe woulde ſcarcelie containe her ſelfe 
from embꝛacing dim, had not womanlie ſhamelaſtneſle, 
and Philautus his pꝛeſente, ſtaped her wiledome. 

Euphues on the other ſide was fallen into ſuch a traunte, 


that he had not p power either ta ſuccour himſelle, ↄ: _— 


Euphues. 


the Gentlewomen, At the laſt Lucitla began as one that 
beſt might be bolde, on this manner. 


Gentlemen, although yaur long abſence gane me occa⸗ 


ſion fo thinke you diſliked your laſt entertainment, pet 
pour comming at the laſt,bath cut off my fozmer ſuſpition: 
and by ſo much the moꝛe you are welcome,by how much the 
moꝛe you are wiſhed foꝛz. But you Gentleman, (taking 
Euphues by the hand) were the rather wiſhed foꝛ, fo2 that 
pour diſcourſe being left vnperfect,cauſed vs all to long (as 
women are wont foz things that like them) to haue an end 
thereof. Unto whome Philautus replyed as followeth. 

Piſtres Lucilla, though your curteſte made vs nothing 
to doubt of our welcome, yet modeſtie cauſed vs fo pinch 
curteſie, who ſhould firſt come: as fo my friend, J thinks 
he was neuer wiſhed fo2 here ſo earneſtlie of anie as of 
bimlelfe, whether it might be to renue his talke, oꝛ recant 
his ſayings, J cannot tell. Euphues taking the tale out of 
Philautus mouth, anſwered, Piſtres Lucilla, to recant 
verities were hereſie, and to renue the p2ayſes of womens 
flafterie ; the onelie cauſe J wiſhed my lelfe here, was to 
giue thanks foꝛ ſo god entertainment, the which J could 
no wapes deſerue , and fo bzede a greafer acquaintance if 
it be to make amends. Lucilla inflamed with his 
p2eſence, ſayde ; Naie Euphues you ſhall not eſcape ſo, foz 
if my curteſte, as pou 2 the cauſe of pour comming, 
let it alſo be the occaſion of the ending your fo2mer diſ- 
courſe, otherwiſe J ſhall thinke your p2ofe naked, and you 
Hall finde my reward nothing. Euphues now as willing 
to obey, as ſhe to commaund, addꝛeſſed himſelfe to a farther 
concluſton, who ſeing all the Gentlewomen readie to giue 
him the hearing, pꝛoceded as foloweth. 

J haue not pet foꝛgotten that my laſt talke with theſe 
Gentlewomen tended to their pzayſes , and therefoze the 
ende muſk tie vp the iuſt pꝛofe: otherwiſe, J ſhoulde ſet 
downe Venus ſhadowe without the liuelp ſubſtance. 

As there is no one thing which can be reckoned, either 
concerning 
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coneerning lone oz loyalfie , where women doe not ercell 
men, vet in feruencte abone all others,they ſo farre exciede, 
that mon are liker fo mernaile at them, than to imitatt 
them, and readier to laugh at their vertues, than imitate 
them. Foꝛ, as they be hard ta be wonne, without tryall of 
great faith : ſo are they hard to be loſt, without great cauſe 
of fickleneſſe. It is long befoze the colde water (th, pet 
being once hotte, it is long befoze it bs cwled: It is long 
befoze Salt come to his ſaltneſle, but being once ſeaſoned, 
it neuer loſeth his ſauour. 

J, foz mine owne part am bꝛought info a Paradiſe, by 
the onely imagination of womens vertues: and were J 
perſwaded , that all the Dinels in Hell were women, J 
would neuer line deuoutlp fo inherit Peanen: oz that they 
were all Saints in heauen, 4 wauld liue moze ſtrialie, foz 
feare of hell. What could Adam haue done in his Paras 
diſe befoze his fall, without a woman: Oꝛ how could he 
haue riſen againe alter his fall, without a woman? Artiſi⸗ 
cers are wont in their laſt woꝛks to excell themſelues, yea, 
God when be had made all things, at the laſt made man as 
moſt perfect, thinking nothing could be framed moꝛe excel⸗ 
lent, pet after him he created a woman, the expꝛeſſe image 
of Eternitie,the liuelp picture of Mature, the onelie Stele 
glaſſe foz man fo beholde his infirmities, by comparing 
them with womens perfections. Are they not moze gentle, 
moꝛe wittie, moze beautifull, than men? Are not men fo 
bewitched with their qualities, that they become mad foz 
loue, and women ſo wiſe, that they do defeſt luſt. 

A am entred info ſo large a field,that J ſhall ſoner want 
time than p2ofe, and ſo cloie you with varietie of phꝛaſes, 
that J feare me J am like to infect women with p2ide, 
which vet they haue not, and men with ſpite, which pet J 
would not. Foꝛ as the hoꝛſe if he knew his owne ffrength, 
were no wayes to be bzidled, oz the Unicoꝛne his owne 
vertue, were neuer to be caught: ſo women, if they knewe 


what excellencie were in * feare me men ſhould nc- 
uer 
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ver win themto their wills, oz weane them frb their mind. 

Lueilla began to ſmile, ſaping: In faith Fuphues, I 
would haue you ſkate there, fox as the Sunne, when the is 
af the higheſt, beginneth to goe downe : ſo when the pꝛay⸗ 
ſes of women are at the beſt, if you leaue not, thep will bes 
gin to faile. But Euphues (being rapt with the ſight of his 
Saint) aunſwered, no, no, Lucilla. But whileſt he was 
pet ſpeaking, Ferardo entered, whome they all dutifullie 
welcommed home, who rounding Philautus in the eare, de⸗ 
ſired him to accompanie him immediattie without farther 
pawiing, pꝛoteſting that it ſhould be as well fo; his pꝛefer⸗ 
ment, as fo2 his owne p2ofite, Philautus conſenting , Fe- 
rardo ſapd vnto his daughter. 

Lueilla, the v2gent affaires J haue in hand, will ſcarce 
fuffer me to tarrie with vou one houre, yet my returne 1 
hope will be ſo ſhoꝛt, that my abſence ſhall not b:&ve thy 
fo:row : in the meane ſeaſon, J commit all things into thy 
cuſfodie, wiſhing the to dle thy accuſtomable curfefie.

Philautus knew well the tauſe of bis ſddaine departure, 

which was, to redeme certaine Lands that were moꝛga⸗ 
ged in his Fathers time, to the vſe of Ferardo, who on that 
condition, had befoꝛe time pꝛomiſod him his daughter in 
marriage. But᷑ returne we to Euphues. 

Euphues was ſurpꝛiſed with ſuch incredible toy at this 
ffraunge euent, that he had almoff ſounded; fo2 ſeeing his 
toꝛiualli to be departed, and Ferardo to giue him ſo friend⸗ 
lie entertaimment, doubted not in time to get the god will 
of Lucilla. UUhome finding in place conuenient withour 
tompanie, with a bold courage and comlie ieſture, he began 
to aſſaie her in this ſort. 

Gentlewoman, my acquaintance being fo nar am 

afraid. 
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afraid my credit will be leſſe, foz that they commonlle are 
ſoneſt belieued that are beſt beloued, and they lyked beſt, 
whome we haue knowne longeſt, neuertheleCe, the noble 
minde ſuſpecteth no guile without cauſe, nepther condem⸗ 
neth any without p2ofe : hauing therefoze notiſe of your 
heroicall: heart, J am the better perſwaded of my god 
happe. Bo it is Lucilla, that comming to Naples but to 
fetch fire, as the bywoꝛd is, not to make my place of a⸗ 
bode, J haue found ſuch llames, that I can neither quench 
them with the water of free will, neither cole them with 
wiſedome. Foꝛ as the Yop, the pole beeing neuer ſo high, 
groweth to the ende, oz as the dzte.Bech kindled af the 
rote, neuer leaueth vntill it come to the top: 02 as one dꝛop 
of poiſon diſpearſeth it ſelfe into euerie veine : ſo affection 
hauing caught hold of my heart, and the ſparks of loue 
kindled my Liuer, will ſodainlie, though ſecretlie, lama 
bp into my head, and ſpꝛead it ſelfe into euerie ſinnew. 


It is your bzautie (pardon my abzupt boldneſſe) Ladie, 


that hath taken euerie parte of me pꝛiſoner, and bought 
me vnto this deepe diſtreſſe: but ſeeing women when ons 
pꝛapſeth them foz theyz deſerts, deme that he flattereth 
them to obfaine his deſire, J am here pꝛeſent to peelde 
my ſclfe to ſuch tryall, as your curteũe in this behaife 
Hall require. Pet will you commonlie obiect this to ſuch 
as ſerue you, and ſtarue to winne your god will, that hote 
lone is ſone colde : that the Bauin though it burne bꝛight, 
is but a blaze : that ſcalding water if if ſtand a while, tur⸗ 
neth almoſt to Ice: that Pepper, though it be hote in the 
mouth, is cold in the mawe: that the faith of men, though 
it frie in their woꝛds, it krerſeth in their wozkes: which 
things (Lucilla) albeit they be ſufficient to repꝛoue the 
lightneſle of ſome one, yet can they not conuince euerie ont 
of lewpneſſe :. neither ought the conffancie of alt, to bee 
bꝛought in queſtion thoꝛow the ſubtiltie of a fewe. oz 
although the Moꝛme entereth almoſt into euerie wod, pet 
be eateth not the Ceder free, Though the fone Cyliodrus at 
2 
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enery thundertlap, ronle from the hill, pet the pure f&ke 
ſtone monnfeth at the noiſe : though the ruſt fret the har⸗ 
deft Steele, pet doth it not eate into the Emerauld: though 
Polypus chaunge his hiew, vet the Salamander kepeth his 
tolour: though Proteus franſfozme himſelfe in euerp ſhape, 
pet Pigmalion retaineth his elde fozme : though Aeneas 
were fo fickle to Dido, pet Troylus was to faithfull to 
Cre ſsida: though others feeme counterfaite in their derdes, 
pet Lucilla perſwade your ſelfe , that Euphues will be al⸗ 
wapes curranf in his dealings. But as the true golde is 
tried by the touch, and the pure Klint by the ſtroke of the 
p20n ; ſo the lopall heart of the faithfull louer, is knowne 
by the trpall of his Ladie: of the which tryall (Lucilla) if 
you ſhalt account Euphues wozthie , aſſure pour ſelfe he 
will be as readfe to offer himſelfe a Dacrifice foz pour 
ſwete ſake, as your ſelfe ſhall be willing to imploy him in 
pour ſeruice. eyther doth he defire to be truſted any way, 
vntill he ſhall be fried enery wap: nepther doth be traue 
tredit at the firſf,but a god countenante, till time his defire 
hall be made manifeft by his deſerts. Thus not blinded by 
light affection, but daz eled with your rare perfection, and 
boldned by your erceeding curteſie: J haue vnfolded ming 
entire lone, deſiring vou, hauing ſo god leaſure, fo gine ſo 
friendlie anſwere, as J may receine tomfoꝛt, and you coms 
mendation. 

Lucilla, although ſhe were tontent to heare thts deſired 
diſcourſe, yet did ſhe ſerme to be ſomewhat diſpleaſed. And 
trulie J know not whether it be peculiar to that ſexe to 
dillemble with thoſe whome ther molt vefire, oz whether 
by craft they haue learned ontwardly to loath that, which 
inwardly they moſt lene : yet wiſelie did the taſt this in 
her head, that if ſhe ould peeld at the firſt aſſault, he would 
thinke her a light huſwife : if he ſhould reiec him ſcoꝛne⸗ 
fullte, a verie haggard: minding therefo2e that he ſhonld 
neither take holde of her pꝛomiſe, neyther vnkindneffe of 
ber pꝛetiſeneſle, ſhe fedde him indifferentlie, with hope —

haps is neyther wholeſome in bodie, neyther honeſt in ma⸗ 
ners: which eſtermeth moze thy argent, althougha trifle, 
then thy tender Infant, thy greateft treaſure 2-Js it not ne⸗ 
ceffarie and requiſite, that the Babe be narſed with that 
true atcuſtomed iupce, and cheriſhed with his wonted heat, 
and not fedde with counterfaite ret? Mheate thꝛowne 
into a ſtraunge grounde, turnech to a contrarie graine, the 
Vine tranſlated into another ſople chaungeth his kinde. A 
lippe pulled from the Nalke es „the poung childe 
as 
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as it were fiipped from the pappes of the mother, either 
thaungeth his Nature, oz altereth his diſpoſition. It is pꝛe⸗ 


tilie ſaide of Horace. Anew veſſeil will long time ſauoure 
of that liquoz , that is firſt pow2ed into it, and the Fnfanf 


s maners hauing taſted of her 


will euer (mell of the 
. Therfo2elet the mother as often as ſhe ſhall behold theſe 
two fountaines of milke, as it were of their own acco2d flo- 
wing e ſwelling with ltquoz , remember that ſhe is admo⸗ 
niſhed of Nature, yea commaunded of dutie, to cheriſh her 
owne child with her own feats, otherwhile when the Babe 
ſhall now begin to tattle and call her Pamma, with what 
face can ſhe heare it of his mouth, dnto whom ſhe hath de⸗ 
nied Pamma: ? It is not milke onelie that increaſeth the 
firengtho2 augmenteth the bodie, but the naturall heat and 
agrament of the mothers bodie with the childe, it craueth 
the ſame accuſtomed moiſture that befoze it receined in the 
bowels, by the which the tender partes were bounde and 
knit fogither , by the which it increaſed and was ſuccoured 
in the bodie. | 
Certes J am of that minde, that the wit and difpoſifion 
is altered and chaunged by the milke, as the moiſture & ſap 
of the Earth doeth chaunge the Nature of that tre oz plant 
that if nouriſheth. Whetefoze the comman bye woꝛd of the 
common people, ſemeth to be grounded vppon god experi⸗ 
ence, which is: The fellowe hath ſucked miſchiele euen 
from the teate of his Rurſe: The Grecians when they ſaw 
ante one flutfiſhly fedde, they woulde ſaie euen as Nurſes, 
whereby they noted the great dilliking they had of their ful- 
ſome feeding. The Etimologie of Mother among the Gre 
cians, map aptly be applied to thoſe mothers which vnna⸗ 
furallie deale with their Childꝛen, they call it Meter a Me- 
terine, that is, Mother ,of not makyng muche off, o2 of not 
nouriſhing. Heereof it tommeth, that the Sonne doth not 
with depe deſire lone his Mother, neither with duetie o⸗ 
ber her, his naturall affedion being as it were diuided, 


and 
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end diſtraught into twaine, a Pother and a Nurſe : Yeres 
of it p2oceedeth , that the Pother beareth but a colde kinde⸗ 
nelle towardes her childe, when the ſhall ( the Nature 
of the Nurſe in the nurture of the Childe. The chiefelt 
way to learnyng is, if there bee a mutnall lone and feruent 
deſtre, betwerne the teacher and him that is taught, then 
verelie the greateft furtherance to Education is, it the mo⸗ 
ther nourtlh tze childe, and the childe ſucke the mother, that 
there be as it were a relation and recipꝛocall oꝛder of affec⸗ 
tion. 

Vet if the mother either fo2 the euill habite ot her bodie, 
o2 the weakneſſe of her paps, cannot though ſhe wolynurſs 
the Infant, then let her pꝛouide ſuch a one, as ſhal be of god 
complection, honeft condition, carefull to tender the childe, 
louing to ſœ well fo it, willing to take paines, diligent in 
tending and pꝛouiding allthings — as like both 
in the liniaments of the bodie and diſpoſition of the minde 
to the mother as may be. Let herfozeflow no otcaſton that 
may bꝛing the childe to quictneſſe and cleanelineſſe: ſoꝛ as 
the partes of a childe as ſone as it is boꝛne, are framed and 
faſhioney of the Pid wife, that in all points it may be ſtrait 
and comelie: ſo the manners of the childe at the firf are to 
he loked vnto, that nothing diſcommend the minde, that 
no croked behauiour oz vndecent demeanour be ſounde in 
the man. 

Poung and tender age is cafilie framen fo maners, and 
hardly are thoſe things mollified which are hard. Foꝛ as the 
Stile ts impꝛinted in the ſoft Ware: ſo learning is ingra- 
nen in the mind of an young Jmpe. Plato that diuine Phi⸗ 
loſopher , admontſheth all Aurſes and weaners of pouth, 


that they chould not be to buſie, to tell them fonde fables oz 
filthie tales, leſt at their enferance into the woꝛlo, they ſhuld 
be tontaminated with vnſermly behauiour. Unto the which, 
Phocilides the Poet doth pithely allude, ſaying : Whileft 
that the childe is en him be inftructed in vertue and 
Uteratare: 
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Fozevuer , they are to be trained vp in the language of 


their Countrep, to pzonounce aptlipe and diſtinckip with- 
out ffammeryng, euerie woꝛde and fillable of their natius 
ſpe&che , and to bee ktept from barbarous talke, as the ſhip 
from -Rockes : leafte being affected. with thep2' barba- 


riſme , they bee alſo infected with their vncleane conner-= 


ſation. E | 

It is an olde Pꝛouerbe, that if one dwell the nexfe 
doze fo a Creeple , hee will learne to hault, if one be cons 
uerſant with an hypocrite-, hee will ſone endenaure fo dif- 
ſemble. When this young Infant ſhall growe in yeares, 
and bee of that ripeneTe that he can tonceiue learnyng, in- 
ſomuch that. her is to bee committed to the tuition of ſome 
Tutoꝛ, all diligence is to be had fo ſearche ſuche a one, as 
ſhall neither be vnlearned, neither ill lined, neither a light 
perſon. ©3 95 = 

A Gentleman that hathhoneft and diſcreet ſeruants, di- 
ſpoſeth them to the increaſe of his Segniozies, one he ap⸗ 
pointeth Steward of his Courtes, another onerſeer of his. 
landes, one his Facoz in farre Countries foz his merchan⸗ 
diſe, another Puruapour foz his cates at home. But if a- 
mong all his ſeruantes he ſhall eſpte one, either filthie in 
his talke, oꝛ foliſh in his behauiour, either withaut wit, 
92 void of honeſtie, either an vnthaifto2 a wittal him he ſets: 
not as a Surueioꝛ and ouerſeer of his mannoꝛs, but as a ſu⸗ 
peruiſoꝝ of his childꝛens conditions and maners: to him he 
tommitteth the guiding and tuition of his ſonnes, which is 
by his pꝛoper nature a ſlaue, a knaue by condition, a beaſts 
in behanio2 ; and ſoner will they beſtow a hundzed crowns 
to haue a Hozſe well bzoken, then a childe well taught. 
Wherein J cannot but meruell to ſ& them ſo carcfull to in⸗ 
creaſe their poſſeſſions, when they be tareleſſe to haue hem 
wile that ſhould inherite them. 

A gad and diſcrete Scholemaiſter ſhould be ſach a one 

Phęenix was, the inſtruco2 of Achilles, whome Pelleas 
as Homerc repozteth) appoynted to that ende, * — 
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ſhould be vnto Achilles, not onely a teacher of learning, 


but an example of god liuing. But that is moſt p2incipally 
to be loked foz, and moſt diligently to be fozeſcene , that 
ſach tutoꝛs be ſought out foꝛ the education of a pong childe, 
whoſe life had neuer been ſtained with diſhaneſtie , whoſe 
god name hath neuer been called into queſtton, whoſe ma⸗ 
ners hath ben irrepzehenſible befoze the wozld. As Duſ- 
bandmen hedge in their trees, ſo ſhould god Schwlemai⸗ 


ſters with god maners hedge in the wit and diſpoſition of 


the Scholler, whereby the blooms of learning map the 
ſoner increaſe to a bud. 

Pany Parents are in this to be milliked, which baning 
neither triall of his honeſtie, no2 experience of his lear⸗ 
ning, to whome they commit the childe to be taught, with⸗ 
out any deepe oꝛ due conſideration put them to one, either 
ignoꝛant oꝛ obſtinate, the which if they themſelues ould 
doe of ignoꝛance, the folly cannot be excuſed : if of abſtina⸗ 
tie, their lewdneſffe is to be abhozred, 

Some Fathers are ouercome with the flafferte of thofe 
foles, which p:ofeffe outwardly great knowledge, and 
ew a cerfatne kinde of diſſembling finceritte in their life. 
Others at the intreating of their familiar friends, are cons 
tent to commit their ſonnes to one, without either ſub⸗ 
ſtante of honeſtie, oꝛ ſhadow of learning: By which their 


bndiſcreet dealing, they are like thoſe ſicke men, which re⸗ 
rect the expert and cunning Phtiſicton, and at the requeſt of 


their friends, admit the hedleſſe pꝛactiſer, which daunge- 
reth the patient, and bꝛingeth the bodie to his bane. D2 not 
vnlike vnto thoſe, which at the inſtant and impo2tunate 
ſute of their atquaintance, refuſe a cunning Pilot, and 
choſe an vnſkilfull Barriner , which hazardeth the Ship 
and themſelues in the calmeſt Sea. 

God God, can there be any that hath the name of a Fa- 
ther, which will eſteeme moꝛe the fancie of his friend, than 
the nurture of his ſanne 2 It was not in vaine, that Crates 


would often lar, that ik it were lawfull euen in the market 
O 3 place 
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place he would crie out: Whether runne pon Fathers, 
which haue all your carke & care fo multiplie pour wealth, 
nothing regarding pour childzen , vnto whome vou muſt 
leaue all. In this they reſemble him, which is vero turi⸗ 
ous about the ſhwe, and hath no care of the fate. 

Beſide this, there are many fathers ſo inflamed with 
the loue of wealth, that they be as it were incenſed with 
hate againſt their childꝛen, which Ariſtippus ſ&ing in an 
old miſer, did partly note it. This old miſer aſking of Ari- 
ſtippus, what he would fake to teach & bꝛing vp his ſonne, 
anſwered, a thouſand groates: a thouſand groates? God 
theld,anſwered this old huddle, J can haue two ſeruants of 
that pzice. Unto whome he made anſwere, thou ſhalt haue 
two ſeruants and one ſonne, and whether wilt thou ſell 2 
s it not abſurd to haue ſo great a care on the right hand of 
child to cut his meate, that if he handle his knife in the 
left hand, we rebuke him ſeuerelp, and fo be ſecure of his 
nurture in diſcipline e learning? But what doe happen to 
thoſe Parents that b2ing vp their childzen like wanfons, 

When their ſonnes ſhall growe to mans eſtate, diſdai⸗ 


ning now to be coꝛrected, ſtubburne to obey, giuing them⸗ 


ſelues to vaine pleaſures, and vnſermely paſtimes, then 
with the fwlich trewant they begin to ware wile, and fo 
repent them of their foꝛmer follie, — their ſonnes ſhall 


inſtnuate themſelues in the compre of —— — 
n any kind ok beaſts 


ts, frequent Tauernes, bee 

curious in their attire, coſtly in their dpet, careleſſe in their 
behauiour, when thep ſhall either be common Dicers with 
Gameſters, either wanton dallpers with Ladies, either 
ſpend all their thzift in Mine, oz all their wealth on Mo⸗ 
men: then the Father curſeth his owne ſecuritie, and la⸗ 
menteth fo late the childes miſfoztune , then the one accu? 
ſcth his Dire, as it were of mallice , that he moulde not 
bꝛing him vp in learning, andhimſelfe of milchiefe, that 
be gaue not bis minde to god letters, If theſe — 
n 
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ben trained vp in the compante of any Philoſopher, they 
would neuer haue ben ſo diffolute in their life, oz ſo reſo⸗ 
late in their owne conceits. 

It is god nurfure that leadeth fo vertue, and diſcrete 
demeanour that plaineth the path to felicitie. 

If one haue cityer the giſtes of foꝛtune, as great riches, 
v2 of Mature, as ſæmelp perſonage, he is to be deſpiſed in res 
ſpect of learning. To be a noble man it is molt excellent, 
but that is our aunceſtours, as Vliſles ſapd to Aiax , as fo2 
our nobilitie, our ſtocke, our kindered, and whatſoeuer wee 
our ſelues haue not done, J ſcarcelie account ours. Riches 
are pꝛetious, but Foztune ruleth the roaſt, which often- 
times taketh away all from them that haue much, and ge⸗ 
neth them moꝛe which hath nothing. Gloꝛie is a thing 
woꝛthie to be followed but as it is gotten with great tra⸗ 
uaile, ſo is it loſt in a ſmall time. 

Beautie is ſuch a thing that we commonly p2eferre be⸗ 
fo:e all things, vet it vadeth befoze we perteiue it to flou- 
riſh: Health is that which all men deſtre, pet euer ſabiect 
to any diſeaſe: Strength is to be wiſhed foꝛ, yet is it either 

abated with an Ague, oꝛ taken away with age: Mhoſoe⸗ 
uer therefoze boaſteth of foꝛte, is to beaſtlie, ſwing that he 
is in that qualities nof fobe compared with beaſts, as the 
Lyon, the Bull, the Elephant. 

It is vertue, yea vertue, Gentlemen, that maketh 
Gentlemen, that maketh the poꝛe rich, the baſe bozne 
noble, the ſnbtec a ſoueraigne, the defozmed beautifull, 
the ficke, whole : the weake , ſtrong : the moſt miſerable, 
molt happie. There are two pꝛineipall and peculiar gifts 
in the nature of man, knowledge , and Reaſon ; the one 
commaundeth, the other obateth : theſe things neither the 
whirling whe&le of Foꝛtune can chaunge, neither the dc- 
ceitfull cauiling of wozldlings ſeparate, neither ſickneſſe 
abate, neither age aboliſh, 

It is onely knowledge, which wozne with peares, war⸗ 
eth pong, and whe all things are tut away with the — 
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of kime, Knowledge flouriſheth ſo high, that Time cannot 
reach it. Marre taketh all things with it euen as the 
whirle pole, pct muſt if leaue lcarning behinde it. where⸗ 
koꝛe it was luiſelie aunſwered in my opinion of Stilpo the 
Philoſopher : Fo2 when Demetrius wonne the Citie, and 
made if euen to the ground, leauing nothing ſtanding, be 
demaunded of Stilpo, whether he had loft any thing of his 
in this great ſpoile, vnto whome he aunlwered, no verily, 
foꝛ warre getteth no ſpoile of vertue. 

Unto the like ſence map the aunſwere of Socrates bet 
applied, when Gorgias aſked him whether he theught the 
Perſian King happie o not? J knowe not ſatd he, how 
much vertue and diſcipline he hath : foꝛ happineſſe doth not 
conſiſt in the gifts of foꝛtune, but in the grace of vertue. 
But as there is nothing moze convenient than inſtruction 
foꝛ pouth, ſo would J haue them nurtured in ſuch a place 
as is renowmed fo2 learning, void of coꝛrupt manners, vn⸗ 
defiled with vice, that ſeeing no vaine delights, they may 
the moꝛe eaſilie abſtaine from licentious deſtres. They 
that ſtudie to pleaſe the multitude. are ſure to diſpleaſe the 
wiſe: they that ſeme to flatter rude people with their rude 
pꝛetences, leuell at great honour, hauing no aime at hos 
neſtie. Then J was here a Student in Athens, it was 
thought a great commendation foz a young Scholler to 
make an Dzation Extempoꝛe, but certainlie in mp tudge- 
ment it is vfferly to be condemned, fo: whafſoeuer is done 
raſhly, is done alſo rawlie: hee that faketh vpon him ts 
ſpeake without pzemeditation,knoweth neither bow to bc- 
gin, noꝛ where to ende, but falling info a vaine of babling, 
vttereth thoſe things, which with modeſtie he ſhould haue 
concealed, and fo2getfeth thoſe things, that befo:e be had 
conceiued. An D2ation. either penned, either pꝛemedita⸗ 
ted, kepeth it ſelfe within the bounds of Decorum. J haue 
read, that Pericles being at ſundzie times called of the 
people to pleade, would alwayes aunſwere that he was not 
readie: even after the ſame manner, Demoſthenes —

common - weale, Sperulatine, which is continuall medita⸗ 
tion and ſfudie. The third a life lead, moſfecommoniie a 
lewos liſe, an idle and a vain lite, the lite that the Epicares 
actoùnt their whole felicitic, a valuptuous life, repleniched 
with all kinde ol vanitie, if this actiue life be without Phi⸗ 
loſophie, it is an idle life, oz at the leaſt a life euil implotep, 
which is woꝛſe: if the contemplatiue life be leparated from 
the Actiue, it is moſtbwnpꝛoſitable. 

A would therfo:e —— my youth ſo fo beſtow his ſtudie, 
as he may be both exerciſed in the common-weale to com⸗ 
mon p2ofit,and well unplotedpzinatly foz his owne perfecs 
tion, ſo as by his ſtudie the rule heſhall beare may be direc⸗ 
ted, and vy his gauernment bis ſtudie map be intreaſed: in 
this maner did Pericles deale in tiuill affaires: after this 
ſoꝛt did Arehitas the Tarentine, Dion the Syracuſian, the 
Theban Epiminondas ganerne their Cities. 

Fo? the ererciſe of the bodie , it is neceſſarie allo fome- 
what be added, that is, that the childe ſhould be at ſuch times 
permitted to retreate himſelte, when his mind is onercome 
with ſtudie, leſt dull dulling himtelfe with ouermuch indus 
ſtrie, he become vnfif after ward to conceiue readily: beſides 
this, it will tauſe an apt compoſition and natural firength, 
that it befo2e retained. a gad tompuſttion ofthe body laieth 
a god foundation o olv;age:fo2 as in the ta ira Summer ie 
pꝛepaire all things neceſinrie ſoꝛ the calos Minter: ſo go 
maners in youth, and lawfull crerciſes,be as it were vidu⸗ 
als and nouriſhment foꝛ age, yet are their labours and paz 
fimes ſo fo be tempered, that they weaken not their bodies 
moꝛe by plaie, then vtherwiſe theyſhould haue done by ſhu⸗ 
die: and ſoto be vſed that they addict not themſe lues moe 
to the erertiſe of the limbo, then the foltowing of learning: 
the greateſt enemies to reine, as Plato recounteth,ars 
tabours,and frepe.. - 

If is alſo requiſite that he be expert in martial affaires, 


5 alina darting that de Palvke e hunt, faz hia honeſt 
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paſtime and recreation. : and if after all theſe paſtimes hee 
ſhall ſeme ſecure, nothing regarding his bokes; J woulde 
not haue him ſcourged with ſtripes, but thzeatened with 
woꝛds, not dulled with blowes like ſeruants, the which the 
moꝛe theꝝ are beaten, the better they beare it, and the leile 
they care fo2 it: ſoꝛ childꝛen of god diſpoſition , are either 
incited by p2aiſe to goe fozward , o2 ſhamed by diſpꝛaiſe to 
commit the like offence : thoſe of obſtinate and blockilh be⸗ 
pauiour, are neither with wozdes to be perſuaded; neither 
with ſtripes to be cozrected, Thep muff now be taunted 
with charpe rebukes, ſtraightwaies admoniſhed with faire 
woꝛdes, now thzoafened a payment , by and by pꝛomiſed a 
reward, and dealt withall, as Nurſes do with their babes, 
— e after they haue made to cris » they p2ofer the 
eate. 

But diligent herde mult be taken, that he be not pꝛaiſed 
aboue meaſure, leſt ſanding ta much in his owne conceite, 
be. becommeth oblkinate in his owne opinions. J haue 
knowne many Fathers, whoſe great lone towardes their 
ſonnes, hath diene the canſe in time that they loned them 
not: foz when-they le a ſharp wit in their fon to conceine, 
loꝛ the dgſire they haue, that he ſhould outrun his fellowes, 
they loade him with continuall exerciſe, which is the onelie 
cauſe that he ſinketh vnder his burthen, and ginethouer in 
the plaine ſleld. Plantes are nouriched with litle raine, vet 
— — with muche : euen ſo the minde with indifferent 
labour warerh moze perfect, with ouer- much tudie it is 
made fruitleſſe. 

Me mult tontider that all our lite is diuided into remiſs 
Con and ffudie. As there is watching, ſo is their ſlerpe: as 
there is warre, ſo is there peace : as there is winter, fo is 
there ſummer: as there he many wozking dayes, ſo is there 
alſo many holy dapes: and if J may ſpeakeall in one wozd, 
eaſe is the ſauce of labour, which is plaitily to be ſerne, not 
onelic in liuing things, but alſo in things without life.We 
vnbend the — we may the better bende him: we 1 — 
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{ole the Þarpe, that we may the ſwner tune him: the bodis 
is kept in health, as well with faſting as eating: the mind 
healed with eaſe,as well as with labour, Thoſe parentes 
are in minde to be milliked, which commit the whole care 
of the child fo the cuſtodie of a hireling, neither aſking, nei⸗ 
ther knowing, how their childzen p2ofite in learnyng. Foz 
if the father were deſtrous to examine his ſonne in p which 
hee hath learned, the maiſter would be moze carefull what 
hee did teach: but ſe&ing his father careles what they learn, 
he is alſo ſecure what hee teacheth. That nofable ſaying of 
the HBozle-keeper may be here applied, which laid, Nothing 

did ſo fat the Hoꝛſe as the eye of the king. 
- -. . Po2couer, J woulde haue the memozte of childzen con- 
finuallie fo be exerciſed, which is the greateſt furtherance 
to learnyng that can be. Foz this caule they fained in their 
olde Fables, Pemozie to bee the mother of Perfection. 
Childzen are fo be chaſtiſed if they vle ante filthie o2 vn- 
ſeemelp falke, foz as Democrates ſaith, the wozd is the ſha⸗ 
dowe of the wozke : they mult bee curfeons in their beha⸗ 
nidur, lowlie in they2 ſpech , not dildatnyng theyz cocke⸗ 
mates, oꝛ refrainyng they2 companie : they muſk not line 
wantonlte, neyther ſpeake impudentlp, neyther be angry 
Without cauſe, nepther quarrellous without coulour. A 
voung man being peruerſe in nature, and pꝛoude in woꝛds 
and manners, gaue Socrates a ſpurne, who being moued by 
his fellowes to giue him another: If ſaide Socrates, an 
Alle had kicked me, woulde you alſo haue me to kicke him 
Againe , the great wiſedome in Socrates in ſuppꝛeſſing his 
anger, is woꝛthie great commendation, Architas the Ta- 
rentine, returning from war, and finding his ground ouer⸗ 
growen with werdes, and turned vp with Poales, ſent foz 
his Farmer, vnto whome he ſaide, if J wece not angrie, A 
woulde make thee repent thy ill huſbandꝛie. Plato hauing 
a ſeruant, whoſe bliſſe was in filling of his bellie, ſeeyng 
him an a time idle and vnhoneſt in behaniour, ſaid, Out of 
my light , foz J am incenſed with anger. Although thele 
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examples be hard to imitate, yet ſhould euerie man doe his 
endeuour fs expꝛeſſe that hot and headie humoz,whichhe is 
by nature ſubiect vnta. . 

To be filent and difcrefe in tompanie, though manie 
thinke it a thing of no great waight oꝛ impoztance, vet it 
ts moſt requifife foꝛ a poung man, and moſte neceſſarie ſoa 
my Phoebus, Jt neuer hath ben hurtfall to ante to holde his 
peace : fo ſpeake damage to manie: what is kopfe in ſileuce 
is huſht,but whatſoeuer is babbled onf,cannot again be re⸗ 
called. We may ſee the cunning & curious wozke ofnatnre, 
Which bath barred and hedged in nothing fo ſfrongly as the 
tongue, with two rowes df terth, and therwith two lips:be- 
fides,fhe hath placed it farre from the heart, that it ſhould: 
not vtter that which p heart had conceiued. This alſo ſhuld 


cauſe us to be ſilent, ſæing thoſe that uſe much talk, though: . 


they ſpeake truly are neuer belicued.. 

ine therefoze is to berefratned, which is fermed to bg 
che glaſſe of the mind, t it is an old pꝛouerbe, whatſoeuer is 
in 5 hart of the ſober man, is in h month of the dannkard. Bi- 


as holding his tong at a feaſt, was termed there of a tatler to 


de a fwle, who ſaid:is ther any wiſe man 5 tan hold his fong: 
amidſt þ wine:Unto whom Bias anſwered, there is no fwle 
that can. A certains gentleman here in Athens inuited the 
Kings Legats to a coſtly c ſumptuous feat, wher alſo he al⸗ 
ſembled many Philoſophers , e talking of divers matters, 
both of the common weale & learning, onelie Zeno ſaide no- 
thing. Then the Ambaſadour ſaid, What ſhall we ſhewe of 
ther O Zeno,fo the king 2 Nothing anſwered he, but Þ there 
is an old man in Athens, that amidſt the pots conld hald his 
peace, Anacharſius ſupping with Solon, was found a flepe, 
hauing his right hand befoꝛe his mouth, and his left vppon 
His pʒiuities, whereby was noted, that the tong ſhoulde ber 
rained with p ſtrongeſt bꝛidle. Zeno becauſe he wold not be 
inkoꝛced to reueale any thing againſt his wil by tozments, 
bit off his fong,and ſpit it in the face of the tvꝛant. 
Now when childzen ſhall by wiſedome and ble * 
ram 
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from oner-much tatling, let them alſo be admoniſhed, that 
when they ſhall ſpeake , they ſpeake nothing but truth: fo 
lie is a vice molt deteſtable, not to be ſuffered in a lane, 
much leite in a ſonne. But the greateſt thing is yet behinde, 
whether that thoſe are to be admitted as cockmates with 
childzen, which loue them entirely,oz whether they be to be 
banniſhed from them, | 

When as I ſ& manie Fathers mo2e cruell fo their chil- 
den then carefull of them, which thinke it not necellarie fs 
haue thoſe about them 5 moſt tender them, then am J halfe 


as it were in a doubt to giue rounſaile. But when J call ta 


my remembzance, Socrates, Plato, Xenophon, Eſchines, Sæ- 
betes, and all thoſe that ſo much commend the loue of men, 
which haue alſo bzought vp many to great rule, reafon,and 
pietie, then Jam encouraged to imitate thoſe, whoſe excel- 
lencte doth warrant my pꝛecepts tobe trus. Jfany ſhal loue 
the childe fo his comely countenance,him would J haue fo 
be banniſhed as a moſte dangerous and infectious beaſt : if 
pe ſhall lone him foz his Fathers ſake,o2 foz his owne god 
quallifies, him would J haue fo be with him alwaies, as 
ſuperuiſour of his maners, ſuche hath it beene-in times pat 
the loue of one Athenian to the other, and one Lacedemoni- 
an to the other. | 

But hauing ſaid almoſt ſufficient foz the education of a 
childe, J will ſpeake two woꝛdes how he ſhould bee trained 
when he groweth in verres. J cannot but miſlike the a- 
ture ofdiners Parents, which appoint ouerſeers and Tu⸗ 
toꝛs foꝛ their childꝛen in their tender age, and ſuffer them 
when they come to be vong men, to haue the Bꝛidle in their 
obone hand, knowing not that age requireth rather a harde 
Snaffell then a pleaſant Bit, and is ſoner allured to wic⸗ 
kedneſle then chitdhod, 

M ho knoweth not the eſcapes of childzen, as they are 
ſmal, ſo are they ſone amended, either with thꝛeats they are 
to be remedied, oꝛ with faire pꝛomiſes to be rewarded. But 
the ſinnes and faultes of young men are almoſte o2 alto⸗ 

2 gither 
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gither intollerable, which giue themſelues fo be delicafe in 
their diet, pꝛodigall in their expences,vſing Dicing, Daun- 


ting. Dꝛunkennelle, deflouring of virgins, abuſing wiues, 


committing adulteries, and accounting all thinges honeſt, 
that are moſt deteſtable. | 

Here therefoze muſt be bſed a due regard that their luſt 
may be rep2effed, their riot abated, their courage twled: foz 
harde it is to ſe a pong man to be maiſter of himſelfe, which 
veldeth. himſelfe as it were a bondſlaue to fond and ouerla⸗ 
ching affections. Miſe Parentes ouhgt to take god hede, 
eſpeciallie at this time, that they frame their ſonnes to mo⸗ 
deſtie, either by thꝛeates o2 by rewards, either by faire pꝛo⸗ 
miles oꝛ ſeuere pꝛactiſes, either ſhewing the miſeries of 
thoſe that haue bene onercome with wildenefſe,o2 the hap⸗ 
pineſſe of them that haue contented themſe lues within the 
bandes of reaſon: theſe two are as it were the Enſignes of 
bertue : the hope of honour, the feare of puniſhment. But 
chiefly parents muſt cauſe their youth to abandon the ſocie⸗ 


fie of thoſe which are noted of euill liuing and lewde bcha- 
uiour, which Pythagoras ſeemed ſomwhat obſcurely to note 


in theſe his ſapings. | 

Firſt, that one ſhonld abſtain from the taſt of thoſe things 
that haue blacke lailes: that is, we muſt not vile the com? 
panie of thoſe, whoſe coꝛrupt manners dw as it were make 
their life blacke. Not to goe aboue the ballance, that is, to 


reuerente iuſtite, neither foz feare oꝛ flatterie to leane vnto 


any one parciallie. Not to liue in idleneſſe, is, that flothe 
ſhould be abhozred. That we ſhould not ſhake euerie man 
by the hand: That is, that we ſhould not contract friendſhip 


with all. Not to weare a ſtraigbt ring: that is, that wes 


ſhuld lead our life ſo as we nerd not to fetter it with chains, 


Hot to being fire to the flaughter : is, that we muſt not pꝛo⸗ 


noke ante that is furious with wozdes, Not to eate our 
heartes: that is, that wee ſhoulde not vere our ſelues with 
thoughts, conſume our bodies with ſighs, with ſobs, oꝛ with 
care to pine our carkaſes. To abſtaine from beanes, that — 
no 
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not fo meddle in ciuill affaires 02 buſineCe of the common, 


weale , foz in olde times the election of Magiſtrates was 
made by pulling of Beanes. Not to put our meate in Sca- 
pio: that is, we ſhonld not ſpeake of manners 02 vertues, 
to thaſe whoſe mindes be infected with hie. 

Not to retire when we are tome to the ende of our race: 
that is, when we are at the point of death, we ſhould not 
be opzeſſed with griefe, but willinglie peelde to Nature. 
But J will returne to my fozmer pꝛecepts: that is, that 
young men ſhould he kept fram the companie of thoſe that 
are wicked, eſpecially from the ſight of the flattęrer. Foa 1 
ſay now as J haue oftentimes befoze ſayd, that there is no 
kinde of beaſt ſo noiſome as the flatterer, nothing that will 
—— conſume both the ſonne and the father, audall honeſt 
krlendes. CC 

When the Father erhozteth the ſonne fo ſohzietie, the 
flatterer pꝛouoketh him to Mine: when the Father war⸗ 
neth him to continencie, the flatterer allureth him to laſt.; 
when the Father admoniſheth him to th2ift,the flatterer 
haleth him to pꝛodigalitie: when the Father encourageth) 
hum to labour, the flatterex lapeth a anſhion under his el⸗ 
bowe to ſlepe : bidding him toeate, dꝛinke and to be men- 
rie, fo2 that the life of man is ſone gone, and hut as a Hoꝛt᷑ 
ſhaddow, and ſeeing that we haue but a while to liye, who! 
would doe like a ſeruant? They ſay, that now their Fa⸗ 
thers be olde, and doate thꝛough age like Saturnus. 0 

Heereof it commeth that young men giuing nat onelie 
attentiue eare, but readie coine to flatterers, fall: into ſuch. 


miſfoꝛtune: hereof it pꝛocædeth, that they haunt the 


Stewes, marrie befoze they be wiſe, and die befoze they 
thꝛiue. Theſe be the beaſts which liue by the trenchers of 
young Gentlemen, and conſume the treaſures: af their re⸗ 
uenues, theſe be they that ſoth young youths-in;all their 
ſayings, that vphold them in all cheir dwings, with a yea, 


02 a nate, theſe be they that are at cuery becke , at euerꝝ 
nod, fre men by Foztune, ſlaues by fr& will, 
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Wherefsze-if thers be any Father that would haue his 
childzen nurfares and brought vp in honeſtie, let him ex⸗

wdnring minds: pet would J not haue parents altogether

If thy ſonne be ſo ſtub⸗ 
bone; obMinatite to rebel againſt the , oz ſo wilfull to 


perſenr in his wickevnelle; that neither fo2 feare of pun⸗ 
nilhment; neither fo: hope of reward he is any way to be 
reclaimed, then ſeeke aut ſome marriage fit foz his degree, 
Which is the ſureſt bond of youth, and the Krongeſt chaine 
fo fetter affe ions that can de föunde. Vet let his wife 
be ſuch a one, as is neither much moꝛe noble in birth, oz 
farre moꝛe richer in gods, but accozbing to the wiſe lay- 
ing: Choſe one euerie waie as nere as may bee, equall 
iu both, foz thep that doe deſire great dowzies, doe rather 
marrie 
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marrie themſelues to the wealth, than to their wife, 

But to returne ta the matter: It is moſt requiũite that 
Fathers, both by their diſertete counſaile and honeſt con- 
ner tation, be an example ef imitation fo theit childzen, that 
they ſing in their parents, as it ere in à glaſſe, the per- 
fection of manners, they may he encouraged by their bp- 
right liuing, fo p2acife the like pietie. Foz if a Father re⸗ 
buke his childe fo; (wearing,and he himlelfe a;blaſphemcr, 
doth he not ſe that in detecting bis ſonnes bite. be alla na- 
teth his owne # Af the Father counſaile: his ſenne to, rg- 
fraine wine as moſt vnhaleſome, and d2tnke himſelfe im⸗ 
movderattie, doth he not as well repꝛoue bis owne follie, as 
rebuke his ſonnes? Age alwaie ought; to he a mirrour fo: 
youth : foʒ where olde age is impudent, ere certaintie 
youth muſt netdes he ſhameleſſe: where the agen haue no 
reſpec of their honourable and graue baires there the 
young gallants haue little regard of their honeſt bebaui⸗ 
aur: and in one we2d to conclude all, bers age is nat gra 
uitie, there youth is paſt grace. The ſumme of all, wheres 
with J would haue my Fphechus indued, and hom J would 


haue him inffruced,ſhatl bzieflig apeare in this follotying. 


Firſt, that be be of honeſt parents, nurſed of bis ma- 
ther, bꝛought vp in ſuch a place as is not intozrupt, both foz 
the aire and manners, with ſueh a perſon as is vnde led, 
of great zeale , of ꝑꝛofound knowledge, of abſolute perfeci- 


on, that he be inſtruced; in Philoſpphie, wherchy he may 


attaine learning, and haue in all ſciences aſmacke,whers- 
by he may readilie diſpute of any thing: that his bodie be 
kept in his pure ſfrength by honeſt exerciſe, his wit and 
memozte by diligent ſtudie: that he abandon all allure⸗ 
ments of vice, and continyallie encline fo-verfue ; Which 


if it hall, as it may come to paſſe, then doe J hope that if 


teuer Platoes common weale ſhall flouriſh, that my Ephor- 
bus ſhall be a Citizen: that if Ariſtotle fined any ha ppie 
man, it will be my childe : if Tullie confeſſe any ta be an. 
abſolute Dzafour, it will be my young vouth.

Mhere is nothing moꝛe ſwifter than time, nothing moz6 
ſweter:wehaue not as Seneca faith, little time to lirie;bat 
wee leeſe much, neither haue wir a thozt lifoby Nature, buf 
wee make if ſhoꝛter by naughtinefle, our life is long, if wee 
knowhow to dle it. Follow Appelles that cunning and 
wile Papnter, which would let no day paſſe oner his head, 
without line, without ſome labour. 

It was pꝛetily ſaid of Hefiodas : let vs endenour byrea- 
for to extelt beaſts; ſeing beaſts by nature extell men, al- 
though ſtrictty taken it be not ſo, fo2 that, man is indued 
with a Boule, yet taken touching their perfection of ſences 
in their kinde, it is moſt certayne. Dothnot the L pon foz 
frength,the Turtle fo: loue, the Ant foz labour, extel man: 
Doth not the Eagle ſce cleerer,the Multure fmell better, the 
Moale htare-tightlier ? Let vs therefze ondeauour fo ex⸗ 
cell in vertuc, ſeeing in qualities of the body wee be inferi⸗ 
our to beaſts: 

And hiere J am moſt earneftly fo erhozt von fo modeſtie 
in pour behauiour, to dutie to your Elders, to diligence in 
pour ſtudies. 

J was of late in Italie, where mine eares gloed and my 
heart was galled, to heare th abuſes that raigned in Athens: 
I tannot tell whether thoſe thinges ſpzang by the lewds 
and lying lips of the ignozant, which are alwapes enemies 
to learning, oꝛ by the repozts of ſuch as ſawe them, and ſoꝛ⸗ 
rowed at them. 

It was openly repozted of an olde man in Naples „ that 
there was moze lightneffe in Achens, then in al Italy, moꝛe 
wanfon-yonthes of Schollers, than al Europe delldes, moꝛe 
Papiſfes,moze Atheiſts, moze ſeas, moze ſchiſmes, than in 
all the Ponarthies in the woꝛld, which things al 4 
thinke they be not true, vet tan Þ nat but lamen k (hep 


chould be'deemed to bo true, and Ffeare mc they be not al⸗ 
together kalle: there tan no great ſmoke arile, hut there 


muſt be ſome fire, no great repozt, without great ſuſpition.

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Frame therefoze pour liues fo ſach integritie, pour 
findies fo attaining of ſuch perfection, that neither the 
might of the lrong, neither the mallice of the weake, nei⸗ 
ther the wilt repoꝛts of the ignoꝛant, be able fo ſpot ror 
with diſhoneſtie, oz note you of vngodlineſſe. 

The greateſt harme that you can doe vnto the enuious, 
is to doe well: the greateſt cozraſiue that you cangiue vn- 
to the ignozant, is to pꝛoſper in knowledge, the greateſt 
comfozt that you can beſtowe on your parents, is fo liue 
well, and to learne well: the greateſt commoditie that port 
tan yeld bnfo your Countrie, is with wiſedome tobeſtow 
that talent, that by grace was giuen you. - 

And here J cannot choſe but gine vou that counſaile, 
that an old man in Naples, gaue me maſt wifely, although 
J had then neither grace to follow it, neither will to gius 
care to it, deſiring vou not to reiec it, becanſe 4 did once 
deſpiſe it. It was thus as J can remember woad foz wozd, 

Deſend into pour owne tonſcientes, conſider with your 
ſelues, the great difference betwene ſtaring and ſtarke 
blinde, wit and wiſedome, loue and luſt: Be merry, but 
with modeſtie : be ſober, but not ſullen: be valiant, but 
not to bentrous: let pour attyꝛe be comelp, but not to 
toſtlie: pour diet wholeſome, but not exteſſiue: vie paſtime 
as the woꝛld impozfeth , to paſſe the time in honeſt recreas 
tion: miſtruſt no man without cauſe, neither be vou credu⸗ 
lous without pꝛofe: be not light to follow euerie mans o⸗ 
pinion, neither obſtinate to ſtand in your owne conteites: 
ſerre God, feare God, tone God, and God will lo blefle you, 
as either your hearts can wiſh,o2 your friends defire. 

This was bis graue and godlie aduiſe, whoſe counſaile 
J would haue you all to follow. frequent lectures, ble diſ⸗ 
putations openlie, negtect not pour pꝛiuate ſtudies, let not 
degrees be giuen fo2 lone, but fo: learning, not foz money, 
but foz: knowledge ; and becanſe vou ſhall be the better en⸗ 
touraged to follow my counſaile; J wil! be as it were an 


example my lelfe, defiring you all to imitate me. 
Euphues 
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Euphues hauing ended his diſcourſe, and finiſhed thoſe 

pzecopts which be thought netellarie ſoꝛ the inſtruction of 
eouth, gaue his minde to the confinuall ſtudie of Philoſo⸗ 
phie, inſomuch as he became publike Reader in the Uni⸗ 
uerſttie, with ſuch commendation, as neuer any befoze him, 
in the which he continued foꝛ the ſpace of ten peares, onely 
ſearching out the ſecrets of Nature, and the hidden myſte⸗ 
ries of Philoſophy,and hauing collected info thꝛee volumes 
bis Lectures, thought for the p2ofit of young Schollers to 
ſet them loꝛth in pꝛint, which if he had done, J would alſo 
in this his Anatomie haue inſerted, but he altering his de⸗ 
termination, fell into this diſcourſe with himſelte. 
Why Euphues, art thou fo addicted to the ſtudie of the 
Heathen, that thon haſt foꝛgotten thy God in Heauen? 
ſhall thy wit rather be employed to the aftaining of hu⸗ 
mane wiſedome, than dirine knowledge: 'Js Ariſtotle 
moze-deere to thee with his bokes, than Chꝛiſt with bis 
bloude What-comfozt canſt thou finde in Philoſophie foz 
thy guiltte conſcience 4 UWhat hope of the reſurrection e 
What glad tidings of the Gofpell- 

Conſider with thy ſeſfe that thou art a Gentleman, bes, g 
and a Gentile, and if thou negleck thy calling, thou art 
wore than a Jewe. Molt miſerable is the eſtate of thoſe 
Gentlemen, which thinke it a blemiſh to their Aunce- 
ſcours, and a blot to their owne Gentrie, to reade 02 pꝛattiſe 
Diuinitie. They thinke it now ſufficient foꝛ their felici⸗ 
tie, to ride well vpon a great hozffe, to hawke, to hunt, to 
haue a ſmacke in Philoſophie, neither thinking of the be⸗ 
ginning of wiſedome, neither the ende, which is Ch2il : 
onely they account Dininitie moſt contemptible, which is 
and ought to be moſt nofable. Without this, there is no 
Lawyer be he neuer ſo eloquent, no Phiſition be he neuer 
ſo excellent, no Philoſopher be he neuer ſo learned, no 
King, no Keyſer, be he neuer ſo ropall in birth, fo politike 
in peace, ſo expert in warre, ſo valiant in pzoweſle, but he 


is to be dctelſfcd and abhozred.

Enphues and his Ephebur. 
Farewell therefoze the fine and filed phꝛaſe of Cicero, 
the pleaſant Eligues of Ovid , the deapth t᷑ pꝛofound know⸗ 
ledge of Ariſtotle. Farewell Refozike, farewell Philoſo- 
phie, faxe well all learning, which is not ſpꝛong the 
bowells of the holie Bible. 

In this learning ſhall we finde milke ſoz the weake, 


and marrowe fo2 the ſtrong, in thts ſhall we ſ& howe the 


ignoꝛaunt map bo inſtructed, the obſtinate confuted, the pe⸗ 
nitent comfo2ted,the wicked puniſhed, the godly pꝛeſerued. 
Oh, J woulde Gentlemen wonlde- ſometimes ſequeſter 
themſelues from. their owne delights , and employ their 
wits in ſearching theſe; heauenlie and diuine myſteries. 
It is common, yea and lamentable ta ſ& , that if a young 
pouth hane the giftes of Natnre, as a ſharp wit, 02 of Foz? 
tune, as ſufficient wealth to maintaine them, he employ- 
eth the ons in the yajue innent ions of loue, the other in the 
vile bzanerie of pꝛide: the one in the paſſions of his minde 
and momiſes of his Ladie, the ather in furniſhing of his 


bodio, ang further ing of his luſt; Yeereof it commeth,;that 


fach vaine ditties, ſuch idle ſonnets, ſuch entifing ſongs, 
are ſet to the gaze of the woꝛld, and griefe af the god⸗ 
lie. A my ſeltgunowe nane ſo ill as my tele, who in times 
alt haue peen fo ſuperſtitiouũip addicted, that 3 thought no 
8 to the Naxadiſe ot Lone, no Angell to be compared 
tomy l adie, but as rayentance hath cauſed me to leaue and 
loath ſuch vaine delights, {© wiledoma hath opened into 

vie the perfect gate to eternall liſfſ mme. 
Beſides this, J my ſelfe. hath thought, that in Dininitie 
there might be no eloquence Which J might imitate, no ple⸗ 
tant inuention which 4 might followe, no delicate phꝛaſe 
that might delight mer: but nawe I ſe that in the ſacred 
knowledge of Gods will, the only eloquence, the true & pers 
fect phꝛaſe, the teſtimonie of ſaluation doth abide:and ſeing 
without this, all learning is ignoꝛance, all wiſedome mere 
folly: all wit, plaine bluntneſte: all iuſtice, iniquitie: all gs 
loqufce, barbarifine; all beauty,vefozmity; J will ſpend — 
- 
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the remainder of my life in ſkudying the olde Meffament, 
wherein is pzefigured the comming ofmy Saniour,andthe 
new Teſtament, wherein my Chzilte doeth ſuffer foꝛ my 
ſinnes, and is cruciſied fo2 my redemption , whole bitter 
agonies ſhould calf euerie god Chziſfian into a ſheuering 
Ague , to remember his anguiſh : whoſe ſweating of water 


and bloud,ſhoutdcauſe euery deuout and zealous Catholike 


to ſhedde teares of repentance, in remembꝛante of his foz- 
ments. 

Euphues haning diſcourſed thus with himſelfe, did im- 
mediatelpabandon all light compante , all the diſpatations 
in Scholes of Philoſophie, and gaue himſelfe to the touch⸗ 
ſtone of holineſſe in Diuinitie, accounting all other things 
as moſt vile and contemptible.

The Spider that weaueth the 
fineſt th:&d ceaſeth at the laſf , when ſhe&hath fmiſhed her 
webbe. But in the action and ſtudie of the minde (Gentle⸗ 


men) it is farre other wiſe, fo2 hee that taſteth the lv ecte os 
K 3 learning, 
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learning, enduceth all the ſower of labour. He that ſeketh 
the depth of knowledge, is as if were in a Laboꝛinth, in the 
which the farther he goeth, the farther he is from the ende: 
oꝛ like the bird in the lime buſh, which the moze the ſtriueth 
to get out, the faſter ſticketh in. 

And certainlie it may be ſaide of learning, as it was fai- 
ned of Nectar the dꝛinke of the Gods, the which the moꝛe it 
was dzunken, the moze it would ouerflow the bꝛime of the 
cup, neither is it farre vnlike the fone that groweth in the 
— 1 Curia, the which the moze it is cut, the moꝛe it in⸗ 
creaſeth. 

And it feareth with him that followeth if , as with him 
that bath the dzopſie, who the moze he dzinketh,the moze he 

thirſteth. Therfoze in my mind, the ſtudient is at leſſe eaſe, 
then the Dre that dzaweth,oz the Alle that carrieth his bur⸗ 
then, who neither at the bod when others eate, is voide of 
labour, neither in his bedde when others flepe, is voide of 
meditation. 

But as in mannarte crafts, though they be all god, pet 
that is counted. moſt noble, that is moſt neceſlarie, ſo in the 
actions and ffudies of the minde , although they be all woz⸗ 
tby,vet that deſerueth greateſt pꝛaiſe, which bzingeth grea- 
teſt p2ofif, And ſo we commonlte do make the beſt account 
of that, which doth vs moſt god. We eſf&eme better of the 
Phiſition that miniſtreth the Pofton , then of the Apothe⸗ 
carie that ſelleth the dꝛugges. Pow much moze ought wer 
with all diligence, ſtudie, and induſtrie, fo ſpende dur ſhoꝛt 
pilgrimage, in the ſeeking out of our ſaluation. Maine is 
Philoſophie, vaine is Phificke, vaine is Lawe, vaine is all 
learning, without the taſte of diuine knowledge. J was de⸗ 
termined to wzite notes of Philoſophie, which had beene to 
fave pou fat with follie: pet that J might ſem neither idle, 
neither you euill imploped, J haue here ſet downe a b2iefe 
diſcourſe, which of late J haue had with an Heretike, which 
kept me from idleneſſe, and map if you reade it, defer pou 
From Hereſie. Jt was with an Atheyſt, a man in my opinion 
monſtrous, 
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monſtrous, yet tractable fo be perſwaded. By this you ſhall 


ſe the abſurd dotage of him that thinketh there is no God, 
o2 an vnſufficient God: pet here ſhall pou finde the ſumme 
of Faith, which iuſtiſieth onely in Chꝛiſt, the weakeneſſe of 
the Lawe,the ſtrength of the Goſpell,and the knowledge of 
Gods will. Here ſhall you finde hope if you be in diſpaire, 
comfozt, if you be diſtreſſed: if pou thirſt, dꝛinke: meate if 
pe hunger. If ye feare Moſes, who ſaith ; Without vou ful⸗ 
fill the Lawe you ſhall periſh : Behold Chziſt which ſaith, 
AJ haue ouercommed the Lawe. And that in theſe deſperate 
daies, wherein ſo many ſecs are ſowne, as in the wapning 
of the woꝛlde, wherein ſo many falſe Chziſtes are come, you 
might haue a certaintie of pour ſaluation, J meane to ſet 
downe the Tonch-fftone, whereunto euerie one ought ta 
truſt, and by the which euerie one ſhould trie himſelf, which 
if you follow, J doubt not, but that as pou haue p2oned lear- 
ned Philoſophers, vou will alſo pꝛociede ercellent Diuines, 
which God graunt. 
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>< T HEOS, J am glad Euphues,that J haue 
found ther at leiſure, and partly that I might 
be merrie, and partly that J might be per⸗ 
V ſwaded in a thing that muche troubleth my 
c conſcience. It is concerning God, There be 

| "— many that are of this minde, that there is a 


God, whom they tearme the creato2 of all thinges : a God, 
whome they call the Sonne, the redeemer of the wozlve : a 
God, whome they name the holie Ghoſt, the wozker of all 
thinges, the comfozter,the Spirite : and yet are they of this 
opinion alſo, that they be but one God, coequall in power, 


incomp2ehenſible, and pet a Trinitie in perſon, J _y 
parts 
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part, although Jam not ſocredulous to beleeue their curf- 
ous opinions, yet am J deſirous to heare the reaſons that 
ſhould dzine them vnto ſuch fonde and frantike imaginati⸗ 
ons. Foz as J knowe nothing to be abſurd, which ſome of 
the Philoſophers haue not defended : ſo thinke J nothing 
ſo erronious, which ſome of our Catholikes haue nof main⸗ 
teined. If there were, as diuers dzeame, a God that would 
reuenge the oppzeſſion of the widowes and fatherleſſe, that 
would reward the zeale of the mercifull,pitie thepaze, and 
pardon the penitent, then would the people either ſtand ia 
greater awe,and owe moze lone fowards their God, 
 Fremember Tullie diſputing of the nature of Goddes, 
bꝛingeth Dioniſius as a ſcoffer of ſuche vaine & deuiſed dei⸗ 
tes, who ſeeing Aeſculapius with a long beard of golde, and 
Appollo his father beardleſſe, plated the Barber, and ſha- 
ued it from him, ſaying : Jt was not decent that the ſonne 
ſhould haue a beard, and the father none. Sing alſo Jupi- 
ter with an oꝛnament of golde, toke it from him, teftyng 
thus: In Sommer this arraie is to heauy , in Minter to 
colde, here J leane one of wollen both warmer foz the cold, 
and ligbter foz the heate. He comming allo into the Tem⸗ 
ple, where cerfaine.of the Gods with golden gifts kretched 
out their handes, take them all awap, ſaping: Who wil be 
ſo mad, as fo refuſe things ſo gentlie offered, 
Doeſt thou not ſ& Euphues, what ſmall account he made 
of their Gods, foz at laſt, ſapling into the Countrie with a 
pꝛoſperous winde, he laughing ſaide: Loe ſ&@ you not my 
maiſters,how well the Gods reward our ſacriledge.J could 
rehearſe infinite opinions of excellent men, who in this 
point, hold on my ſide, but eſpecially Pithagoras. And in my 
iudgement, if there be ante God, it is the woꝛlde wherein 
we liue, that is the onelie God. What can we beholde moꝛe 
noble then the wozld,moze faire, moꝛe beautifull, moꝛe glo⸗ 
rious? What moze maieſt ical to the ſight, oꝛ moꝛe conſtant 
in ſubſtance, But this by the way Euphues, J haue greater 
and moꝛe foꝛcible arguments fo confirme my opinion, and 
to 
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fo confute the errour of thoſe, that imagine that there is 
a God, bat fir J woulde gladlie heare ther ſhape an an⸗ 
were to that which A haue ſaide : fox well Jknowe ; that

But if thou wilt ill perſeuer in thine obGinarie; thin 
ende ſhall be woꝛſe than thy beginning. the Lo2d,'pea, thy- 
Squlour, (hall come to be thy iudge, when thou ſhalt be⸗ 
boide him come in glozie, witz millions of Angells, and 
Archangells, when. than ſhalt fe him appeare in thunde⸗ 


rings e lightnings, and flaſhings of fice, when tha Pouns 


taines Gali melt, and the Peauens'be- wzappes vp like a 
ſerowle, when all the earth ſhall tremble;: with what fate 
wilt thou beholde: his gloꝛie, that denieſt his Godhead # 
How canſt thou abide his meſence, that beleueſt not his 
eſſence? What hope tcanſt thou haue to be ſaued, which 
diddeſt neuer acknowledge any to be thy ®Þxutour 2: Then 
ſhall it be ſapd vnto the, and to all thoſe of thy Sect; (vn-- 
Icſfe pou repent,) Depart all von wozkers of iniquitie, 
there ſhall be werping, and gnaſhing of fieth..When you 
ſhall ſe Abraham, Iſaac, and Iacob, and alt the P2ophets,. 
in the kingdome of God,and pee to be thꝛuſt out: You ſhall: 
concetue heate, and hing fo2th wode,pour owne tonſcien⸗ 
tes ſhall conſume vou lyke fre. 

Here doeſt thou ſer Atheos, the th:eatnings againſt vn⸗ 
beleuers, and the puniſhment pꝛepared foz ntifcreants. 
What better and ſounder p2ofe tanſt thou haue that there 
is a God, than thine owns conſcience, which is vnto ther a 
thouſand witneſles : Conũdec with thy ſelfe that thy ſoule 


is immoztall N made fathe image af the almightie God: by; 
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nat euri Gov; but carefull to boleene, neys 
ther be thou defperate if thou ſe thy Annes abounde, but 
faithfull to obtaine mercie, foz the Lozd will ſaue the, be⸗ 
cauſe it 1s his pleaſure, Searchtherefvze the Scriptures, 
they teſtiſte of him. 
| Atheos. Trulie Euphuecs von hane ſayd ſome what, but 
pou goe about — to the taſtume of Schwles, which 
me thinkes you ſhould diligentlte obſerue, bieing a pꝛofeſ⸗ 
{ed Philoſopher: foz whon 1 demaund by what reaſon 
men are induced. ts acknowledge a God, you confirme it 
by courſe of Scripture, as who ſhould ſay, thert was not 
a relation between: God and the Scripture, becauſe as the 
elde Fathers deſine, without Scripture there were no 
God , no ſocripturt without a God. Whoſoener cherefoꝛe 
denyeſh a Godhean, denpeth alſo the Scriptures which te⸗ 
Cifie of bim. This is th my opinion abſurdum per abſur- 
dius, fa pzone one abſurditie by another. 

—— cunſt as ſuhſtantiattie b reaſon pzoue thy autho⸗ 
to tie true, as thou hatt pꝛaued by ſcrip⸗ 
— is 4 God, then will J willingtie with ther both 
velteue the Scriptares, and woꝛſhip thy G D. J haue 
beard that Antiochus. commannded all the coppies of the 
Teſtament to be burnt; from whence therefoze haue we 
theſe newe bakes:;, J thinke thou wilt not ſay by Reuela- 
tion,therefoze goe foꝛ ward. 

Euphues. J haue read of the mike of a Tpgreſſe, that 
the moꝛe Salt there is thzowne into it, the freſher it is, 
and it may be that either thou haſt eaten of that milke, oz 
that thou art the Whelpe of that monſter, fo2 the moze 
reaſons that are beaten into thy head, the moze vnreaſo⸗ 
nable thay feemetff fo bee, the greater my authoꝛities ſerue, 
the lefler is thy beleefe. As touching the authozitic of 
Dcriptures,alfthongh there be many arguments which doe 
n2oue, yea, and enfo:ce the wicked to confefſe , that the 
Scriptures came from God, pet by none other meane than 
hy the ſecret teſtimonie of the holie Ghoſt, our —_ — 
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truelie perfwaded, that it is God which ſpoaketh in the 
Lawe, in the P2opbets, in the Goſpell, the oꝛderlis diſpo⸗ 
fition of the wiſedame of God, the doctrine fanonring nos 
thing of earthlinefe, the godlie agrement of all partes a⸗ 
mong themſelues, .and.eſpecially the baſcncſſe of contemp⸗ 
tible words, vttering the high myſtrries of the deauenlie 
kingdome, are ſecond beipes to eſtahliſh the Scripture. 
Mozeouer, the antiquitie ofthe Scripture, whereas the 
Bokes of other Religions. are later than the Bokes of 
Moſes, which pet doeth not himſelſe inuent a newe God, 
but ſetteth foꝛth to the Iſraehites the God of their Fathers. 
Whereag Moſes doeſh nat hide the ſhams of Lcuy his Fa» 
ther , no2 the murmuring of Aaron his bzother- , and cf 
Marie his ſiſter, noꝛ doth aduante his owne childzen ; the 
ſame ars arguments, that in his boke is nothing faincd- 
by man. Allo the my2acles that hapnedas welt at the pub» 
tiſhing of the Lawe, as in all the reſt of the time, are infal»- 
lible pzofes that the Scriptures p2oceeded from the mouth 
of Gen. Alſo; whereas Moſes ſpeaketh in the perfon of 742 
cob, aſfigneth gouetument tothe Tride of Iuda, and l here 
he telleth befoze of the calling of the Gentiles, whereof the 
one came fo paſſe fourehundzeth pres after, the other-al3- 
nol two thoulandyeres, theſe are arguments; that it is: 
God himſlelfe thatſpeakedh in the bakes of Moſes. 


--Whereas Eſaie telleth befoze of the captiuitie of the 


Jewes, and their reſtozing by Cyrus (which was bozne an 
hundꝛeth vteres aſter the death of Eſaie,) and whereas le- 

remie befoze the peopie wore lead away, appointeth their 
erile to cantinue thꝛerſcoze and ten yeres.. Whereas le- 
remie aud Ezechiel being farre diſtant plates the one from 
the other, do agree in all their ſayings. Where Daniel tel⸗ 
leth: of thinges to come fire hundzeth peares after, Theſe 

are moſt certapne pꝛofes: to cfabltſh:the authozitie of the 
hokes of the P2ophets, The ſimplicttte of the ſpach of the: 
firſt thee Euangeliſtes, tontepning heauenlie myſteries, 


che pꝛayſe of Iohm thundering fram on high with waightie 


ſcntens- 
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ſentences, the heanenite maleLiothining in the witings 
ol Peter and Paule, the fodmne-calling of Mathew from the 
receit_of cuſtome, the calling ot Peter and lohn from the 
Fiſher boates, to the pꝛeaching ot ths Goſpell, the tonuer⸗ 
fjon.and:talling of Paule, being an enimie to the Apoſtle⸗ 
ſhip, are ſignes ofthe holie-Gholt peaking in them, The 
conſent of ſa many ages, of ſo ſundzie Nations, and of ls 
dinerſe mindes. in embzating the Þcriptures, and the rare 
godlineſſe of (ome ought to eſtabliſh the authoꝛitie thereof 
among vos. Alſo the bloud of ſo manp Parky2s, which fo2 the 
confelipn thereof haue ſuffered death with a tonſtant and 
ber zeale, are undoubted teſtimonies of the truth and au⸗ 
thozitie of the p cripture. N 
The mp2acles: that Moſes recounted, ars ſufficient fo 
perſwade vs, that Gov, yea, the God of Yoaſtes, ſet downe 
the: @criptares, Foz this that he was carried in a cloude 
vp into the mountaine: that there euen vnto the foꝛtieth 
daie he continued without the companie of men. That in 
the verie publiching of the Lawe, his fate did ſhine as ic 
wers befet with the Sunne beames, that lightning flaſh- 
Hed round about, that thunder and noiſes were each where 
heard in the aire, thata Trumpet founded, being not ſoun⸗ 
ded with:any mouth of man. That the entrie of the Taber 
nacle by a cloude ſet betwæne, was kept from the ſight of 
the people, that his authozitie was ſo miraculouſtie reuen⸗ 
ged with the hozrible deftruction of Corah, Dathan, and A- 
hiron, and all that wicked faction, that the Nocke ffroken 
with a rod, did by and by powze fozth a river, that at his 
pꝛaper it rained Panna from Yeauen. Did not God 
herein commend him from heauen as an vndoubled Pꝛo⸗ 
phek. | Fr 

Now as fouching the tyꝛannie of Antiochus, which 
commaunded all the bokes to be burned; herein Gods ſin⸗ 
gular pꝛouidente is ſeene, which bath alwaies kept his 
woꝛd, both from the mightie that they could not extinguiſh 
the ſame, and rom the malitious, that they gar rr

diuiuiſh it. There were dinerſe copies Which God ol his 
great godneite had kept from the bloudirp;octamationof

almof unimowen, and ſarely had it nat hn Gods wilt to 
haue his Neligion pꝛouided fo2,/4it Hhawalfogether periſhed. 
Chou ſieſt Acheos, how the Seriptures tonie from the 
mouth of God, and are w:iften by the finger of the holie 
Ghoſt in the conſciences of the faithfnll; But if thou be ſo 
curious to aſke other queſtions, oz ſo quarretious fo ſtriue 
- axaintt the truth, J — aunſwere ther, as an olde Fa⸗ 
ther aunſwered a poung fole, whichnedes would knowe

the ſufficiencie'of our ſaluation contained in holie Dcrip- 
ture. It were an abſurditie in @choles,if one being vꝛger 
with a place of Ariſtotle, :contd unde none other ſhift to a⸗ 
noide a blanke, than in doubting whether Ariſtotle ſpake 
ſuth wo2ds 02 no. Shall it chen vs tollerable to denye the 
Scriptures, hauing no other coulour to nudide an intonus⸗ 
nience, but by doubting whether they pꝛoctede from the 
Holie Gholk : But that ſuch donbts ariſe among many in 
our age, the reaſon is, their liftle faith, — ſufficient 
p:ofe of the lame.

AI the courſe of youth had ante reſpect to the 
tatke of age, oz the liuing man anie regarde 
to the dying moulde, we woulde with grea⸗ 
A eter care, when we were poung, chunne thoſe 
BY thinges whiche thoulde grieue vs when wer 
| ber olde: and with moze ſeueritie directe the 
cequele of our life, foꝛ feare of pꝛeſent death. But ſuch is 
either the bnhappines of mans condition, oꝛ the vntoward⸗ 
neſſe of his croked Nature, o2 the wilfulneſſe of bis mind, 
oꝛ the blindeneſle of his heart, that in youth her ſarfetteth 
with delightes, pꝛeuenting age: o2 if he line, confinueth 
in dotage, fozgetting death. It is a wozlde to ſ&, how in 
aur flouriſhing time, when we beit may, we ber woꝛſt wil- 
ling to thzine : and how in the vading of our dates, when 
wer moſfe ſhoulde, we haue leaſt deſire to remember our 
ende. 
Thon wilt muſe Philautus, to hear Euphues pꝛeach, wha 
of late had moze minde to ſerne his Ladie, then to wozthip 
bis Lo2d. Ah Philautus, thou art now a Courtier in Itahy, 
Ja Scholler in Athens: and as hard it is foz thee to follow 
god counſaile, as foz me to enfozce thee, ſeeing in thee there 
is litle will to amende, and in me leſſe anthozitie fo coms 
maund, vet will J erhozt thee as a friend, J woulde J might 
compell the as a Father. But J haue heard, that it is pe⸗ 
culiar to an Italian to ſtande in his owne conceit, and to 
a Courtier neuer to be controlde, Whiche cauſeth mee to 
feare that in thee, which J lament in others. That is, that 
either thou ſ(eme to wile in thine owne opinion, thin⸗ 
king ſco2ne fo be taught, oz to wilde in thy attemptcs, 


iu reiecting admoniſhment. _ one pꝛoceedeth of _ 
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loue, and fo thy name impozketh: the other of meer folly and 
that thy nature ſheweth : thou lokeſt J ſhuld crane pardon 
foz ſpeaking ſo boldly, No Philautus, I meane not to flatfer 
ther, fo2 then J ſhuld incurre the ſuſpition of fraud. Neither 
am J determined to fall out with the,foz then might p wile 
conuince me of follie. But thou art in great credite in the 
Court, and what then ? ſhall thy credife with the Emperoz 
abate my courage to ny God:? Oꝛ thy hautie lokes quench . 
my kindled loue? Oꝛ thy gallant ſhew allake my god will? 
Bath the Courtier any pzerogatiue aboue the clowne, why - 
he choulde not be rep:zehended 2 Doeth his high callyng 
not onelie giue him a commiſſion to ſinne, but remiſſion 
alſo if he offende 2 Doeth his pzeheminence in the Court, 
warrant him fo opp2effe the poꝛe by might, oz acquite him 
of puniſhment 2 No Philautus . Wy how much the moꝛe 
thou excelleſt other in honours, by ſo much the moze thou 
oughtel® to excede them in honeſtie: and the higher thy cal- 
ling is, the better ought thy conſcience to be: and as farre 
it beſeemeth a Gentleman to be from pꝛide, as he is from 
ouertie: and as neare fs gentleneſſe in condition, as het 
is in bloud 2 But J will deſcend with the to particulars. 
It is repoꝛted here foꝛ a truth, that Philautus hath giuen 8s 
tier himſelfe to all deliciouſnefſe , deſiryng rather fo bes 
dandled in the lappes of Ladies, thenbuſied in the ſtudie 
of god Letters: And J woulde this were all, which is to 
much, o2 the reſt a lie, which is to monſtrous. It is now 
in euerie mans mouth, that thou, pea, thou Philautus , art 
ſo voide of curteſie, that thou haſte almoſte fozgotten com- 
mon fence and humanitie, hauing nepther care of Relts 
gion (a thing to common in a Conrfier) neyther regarde 
of honeſtie oꝛ anie vertuous behauiour. O Philautus, 
doeſt thou line as thou ſhouldeſt neuer die, and laugh as 
thou ſhouldeſt neuer mourne, art thou ſo ſimple that thou 
doeſt not knowe from whence thou cameft , oz ſo ſinfull, 
v thou careſt not whether thou goeſt: whas is in the that 
ſhoulde make ther ſo ſecure, oz what can there be in _ 
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any that may caute him to gloꝛie? Milo that great Wraff- 
ler beganne fo weepe , when he ſawe his armes bzawnes 
fallen and weak, ſaying : Strength, ſtrength, is but vaine. 
Helene in her newe glaſſe, biewing her olde face, with 
; — counfcnaunce, cried: Beautie where is thy 

_ 

Croeſus with all his wealth, Ariſtotle with all his wit, 
all men with all their wiſedome, haue and ſhall periſh and 
turne to duff. But thou delighteſt to haue the new facion, 
the Spaniſh Felt, the French Ruffe , thy crew of Ruffi- 
ans, all thine attire miſhapen to make th a Ponſter, and 
all thy time miſpent to ſhewe the vnhappie: What ſhould 
I goe about to decypher thy life , ſœing the beginnih ſhew⸗ 
eth the ende to be naughf. Art not thou one of thaſe Phi- 
lautus, which ſerkeſt to winne credit with thy ſuperio:s by 
flatterie, and wzing out wealth from thy inkerioꝛs by fozce, 
and vndermine thy equalles by fraude 2 Doeſt thou not 
make the Court, not onelie a coner to defende thy ſelfe 


fron w3zong : but a coulour alſo to commit iniurie. Arte 


not thou one of thoſe, that hauing goften on their lene the 
Cogniſaunce of a Courtier, haue ſhaken from thy ſkirfes 
the regarde of curteſte. J cannot but lament (J woulde J 
might remedie) the great abuſes that raigne in the eyes of 
the Emperour. J feare me the Poet ſaith to trulie. Excat 
aula qui vult eſſe pius, virtus & ſumma poteſtas non coeunt. 
Is not pietie turned all to pollicte, faith to fozeſight,rigour 
to iuſtice: doth not he beit thꝛine that woꝛſt deſerueth, and 
he rule all the Countrie that hath no conſcience, Doeth 
not the Emperours Court growe to this inſolent blinde- 
neſle, that all that ſe not their follie, they account fwles : 
all that ſpeake againſt if, pꝛeciſe? laughing at the ſimplici⸗ 
fie of the one, and thꝛeatning the boldneſſe of the other. Phi- 
lautus, if thou wouldeſt with due tonſideration wate, how 
farre a Courtiers life is from a found beltefe, thou woul- 
deſt either frame thy ſelfe to a newe trade, 02 elſe amende 
thine old maners, pea, thou A” with Crates m_ l 
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thy poſſeſſions,taking thy bokes and frudge fo Athens, and 
with Anaxagoras, deſpiſe wealth, to attaine wiſedome : if 
thou haddeft as great reſpect to die well, as fhou haſt care fo 
line wanfonly,thou ſhouldeſt with Socrates ſexke how thou 
mightelk yecld to death, rather then with Ariſtippus ſearch 
how to pꝛolong thy life. 

Doeſt thou not know that where the tre falleth, there it 
lieth? And enerie ones deaths dap, is his domes day: That 
the whole courſe of life is but a meditation of death, a pil⸗ 
grimage, a warfare. Paſt thou not read, oꝛ doeſt thou not re- 
gard what is w2itten,y we ſhall all be cited befoze the Tri⸗ 
bunall ſeat of God, to render a ſtraight account of our te- 
wardlhip : If then the reward be to be meaſured by the me- 
rits, what bote canſt thou ſ&k fo2 but eternall paine, which 
here liueſt in continuall pleaſure, So ſhouldeſt thou liue as 
thou maiſt die, and then ſhalt thou die to line. 

Miert thou as ffrong as Sampſon, as wiſe as Salomon, 
as holie as Dauid, as faithfultas Abraham, as zealous as 
Moſes, as god as anie that euer lined, yet halt thou die as 
they haue done, but not riſe againe to life with them;vnles 
thou live as they did. | 

But thou wilt ſaie, that no man ought to iudge thy con- 
fcience but thy ſelfe, ſeeing thon knowelt it better then any. 
O Philautus, if thou ſearch thy ſelfe and find not ſinne, then 
is thy caſe almoſt tureleſſe. The Patient, if Phiſitions are 
fo be credited, and common experiente eftemed, is the nee-

When it was caſt in Dioge- 
nes . fteth, that the Sinoponetes had baniſhed him Pontus, 
yea (ſayd he) A them of Diogenes. J may ſaie tothe, as 
Straconicus ſayd fo his gueſt, who demaunded, what ſault 
was puniſhed with exile, and he anſwering, falſehwd, why 
then laid Straconicus doeſt not thou pꝛactiſe deceif, to the 


ende thou ma pſt auoyde the milchiefes that flowe in the 


And ſurelie, if conſciente be the cauſe thou art baniſhed
